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A CHANCE FOR BOULANGER | 


THE TIRARD MINISTRY FORCED 
10 RESIGN. 

OXE OF BOULANGER’S FRIENDS PRO- 

POSES A REVISION OF THE CONSTI- 


TUTION AND WINS BY A GOUD MA- 
JORITY. 


Parts, March 30.—The Chamber of Depn- 
ties to-day, by a vote of 268 to 237, despite the 
opposition of the’ Government, voted for urg- 
ency for the Extreme Left bill providing for the 
revision of the Constitution. The Government 
thereupon resigned. 


M. Laguerre proposed and M.. Pelletan svp- 
ported the motion for urgeney. In the course of 
the discussion several Bonapartists declared 
that they would support the demand in so far as 
it was an appeal to the people. M. Baudry 
4’Asson (Royalist) said that he would vote for 
the proposal, hoping it would tend to restore 
the legitimate monarchy. which alone could save 
France. Minister Viette asked the Chamber to 
await the return of Premier Tirard from the 
Sonate before deciding. M. Brisson eaid he was 
Dpposed to revision, and, alluding to Gen. Bou- 
langer, said that the satisfaction which would 
be afforded by the agoption of the measure 
ought not to be given to a person who hud at- 
tacked the institutions of the country and talked 
of purging the Chamber. 

M. Clémeneeau favored revision, saying that 
the Constitution was not in accordance with the 
principles of republican democracy. Minister 
Sarrien urged the Chamber to reject tne de- 
mand, declaring that it was essential that no 


bew cause of tronbles and difficulties be added 
to those already existing. M. Goblet thought 
that revision of the Constitution would not im- 
rove the situation, as the real remedy consisted 
n having a Government suppvortea by the Re- 
pubiiean majority and capabie of withstanding 
the numerous factions, 

Premier Tirard, who had entered the House 
during the debate, declared that he fully agreed 
with M. Sarrien. If the Chamber decided to con- 
sider the urgency proposal the Ministry would 
Mecline all responsibility, as such action on the 
part of the Chamber would furnish a fresh ar- 
gument in favor of the audacious manifesto 
issned by the dismissed General. 

The defeat of the Ministry caused a sensation 
in the Chamber. As soon as the vote was an- 
nounced M. ‘Tirard departec for the Elysée 
Palace. 

The Chamber, after a short recess, reassem- 
dled at 9 P. M. M. Cuneo d’Ornano, Bonapartist, 
Moved that the bureaus to-morrow appoint & 
committes to prepare for the revision of the 
Constitution. Atter a confused debate, M. de 
Sonnier of the Left urged the Chamber to await 
the formation of 2 new Cabinet. M. d’Ornano’s 
motion was rejected by a vote of 253 to 195, the 
>Rigbt cheering ironically. The Chamber then 
adjourned until 2 P. M. te-morrow. 

The Cabinet Council met at the Elysés Palace 
;at9 P. M. President Carnot accepted the resig- 
Snation of the Cabinet. The Ministers, however, 
will conduct the affairs of their several depart- 
ments until their suecessors are appointed. It 
“1e expected that M. Floquet will be summoned 
‘to form a Cabinet, : 

The Senate has finally adopted the budget as 
‘modified by the Chamber o? Deputies. 

M. Laguerre proceeds to-morrow for the De- 
partmentof the Nord, where be will begin anelec- 
torel campaign in favor of Gen. Boulanger, The 
General himself will explain his programme ata 
banquet which will be given at Lille, the capital 
ot the department.

THE KAISER VISITS BERLIN. 
GREETED ENTHUSIASTICALLY BY GREAT 
CROWDS OF HIS PEOPLE. 

BERLIN, March 30.—Emperor Frederick 
and Empress Victeria drove in a half-epen car 
‘viage from Charlottenburg to Berlin to-day and 
paid a visit to the Dowager Empress Augusta , 
They received enthusiastic greetings along the 
road. The imperial family atteuded morning 
service in the castle chapel at Charlottenburg. 

Emperor Frederick slept better last night. 
The weather was warm and beautiful to-day. 
Dr. Mackenzie accompanied the Emperor on his 
drive. The Emperor was delighted witn the ac- 
clamations of the people. The Berliners were 
surprised by the animated maunerin which he 
returned their salutes. ‘he jinmperial party vis- 
ited the room in which Emperor William died. 
Ou returning, Unter den Linden was crowded 
with eheering throngs. Dr, Mackenzie’s pres- 
ence was eagerly remarked and he was heartily 
cheered. 

Max Kayser, 35 years old, formerly a member 
of the Prussian Diet, has died at Breslau from a 
partial excision of the larynx at the hands of 
ekiliful surgeons, despite the fact that he had 
previously undergone the operation of trache- 
otomy, which greatly diminishes the risks 
of the former operation. Within six months two 
such cases bave ended fatally. In oneof the 
cases,where Dr. Bergmann operated, the patient 
died in four days. The result in these cases is 
cousidered to justify Dr. Mackenzie’s opposition 
to the excision of the Emperor’s larynx.

KING JOHN ASKS FOR PEACE. 

Rome, March 30.—King John of Abys- 
einia has proposed terms of peace to Gen. San 
Marzano, Commander-in-Chief of the Italian 
forees in Abyssinix. Gen. San Marzano com- 
wunicated the proposal to the Government. It 


is understood that the Government will accept 
King John’s terms if they are compatible with 
the instructions sent to Gen. San Marzano. 

It is efficially announeed that last evening an 
Abyssinian ofticer applied at the I[tallan ont- 
posts for permission to speak with Gen. San 
Marzano. An interview was granted him and 
the officer delivered a letter from King John 
asking for peace. The Government has in- 
structed Gen. San Marzauo to faeilitate a settle- 
ment ag far as is compatible with the dignity 
and interests of Italy. To-day the Abyssinian 
outposss retired to theircamps. The overtures 
made by Kiug John are said to be in s measure 
due to a greav acarcity of provisions among his 
people.

Paris, March 39.—A Greek named Rapto- 
poriles was arrested here to-day for robbing 
the Numismatic Museum at Athens of ancient 
wnedals and coins of the value of 30,000,000f. 
The house cf the prisoner was searehed by 
the polics, who discovered on the premises 
most of the ancient ecina which have recently 
beon stolen from numismatists on the Rus Lou- 
yois. 

Lonvon, March 31.—The Queen has pre- 
sensed to Mr. Chamberiain her photograph, with 
ber autograph, in recognition vf his services in 
eznnection with the fisheries settlement. 

St. PETERSBURG, March 30.—The Russian

THE 


FGRGED NOTES IN THE BANK AND A 
GOODLY SUM IN THEIR CLOTHING. 
RaLzEicH, N.C., March 30.—As was ex- 
pected, the examination into the affairs of the 
State Natienal Bank developed wholesale 
forgeries. It was ascertained that forgeries of 
notes were committed as follows: On D. H. 
Graves and W. H. Sanders for $6,250, on W. H. 


Avera and B. T. Barber for $7,500, on Frank: 


Danoy for $6,300, and on W. H. Avera and D, 
H. Graves for $8,000. The forged note on 
Frank Dancy was rediscounted by a national 
bank in New-York. The forgery of the name of 
Sanders was to a note dated March 7 last, and 
Mr. Sanders died on the 27th of January last. 


There are other forgeries of the namesof a 
number of persons who live in Gates County, 


the former home of C. E. Crosa, the absconding : 


President. The father of Cross is here, and his 
name is also forged toa note for $4,000. On 
these evidences the Grand Jury of Wake 
Superior Court, which is now in session, found 
to-day bills of indictment against Cross and 
White for forgery. 

Ail day long the atreets have presented the ap- 
pearance of war times. About 10 o’clock a tele- 
gram was received that John Griffiths, the col- 
ored porter of the bank whom Cross and White 
earried away with them, wason the train, avd 
would be here at 2 o’clock. A great crowd as- 
sembied at the railroad station, and followed 
him to the police station house. He was arrested 
fer stealing $40,000. Solicitor Argo bad an in- 
terview with him. and it was clear that he was 
not guilty of any complicity with White and 
Cross. He was then permitted to give ball, and 
will be used as a witness, Griffiths says when 
they got beyond Washington City he was badly 
seared, and thought they were going to sell him 
into slavery. He was not teldanything until 
after he had crossed the Niagara River, and then 
Cross told him that the bank had been broken 
for three years and tbat he and White were com- 
pelied to leave or they would be putin the peni- 
tentiar7. 

Officers and witnesses leave here to-night to 
bring back the fugitives. Extradition papers 
will be obtained at Washington. White tele- 
graphed here to-day to Chief of Police Heartt: 
‘“*Come after us; we will go home with you.” 
No news has been received here of any habeas 
corpus proceedings, and itis presumed the ae- 
sconders intend to come back voluntarily. So- 
licitor Argo has kept the court open, and it 
is his intention to bring both parties to trial 
next week if they get back in time. The evidences 
is plain and unmistakable, and the trial caunot 
consume more than aday. The punishment for 
forgery is not more than 10 years in the peni- 
tentiary. 


TORONTO, Ontario, Mareh 30.—The de- 
tectives late last night, in searching the cloth- 
ing of the absconding bank officials of Raleigh, 
discovered that their overcoats were actually 


lined with American greenbacks, some of the: 


bills being sewed inthe sleeves and some of it 
was sewed inside their shirts. It took the de- 
tectives about two hours to count the money. 
The detectives counted the bills and the prison- 
era Checked off the amounta. The bills taken 
from the prisoners’ clothing amounted to 
$24,114. A pareel of $509 worth of unsigned 
bills wes found in Crosa’s valise. The boodlers 
will be before the Pelice Court to-morrow mworn- 
ing. It is believed acharge of forgery will be 
preferred against them. . 


THREE BRAVE 
Se Eee 
HOW TWO OTHER WOMEN AND TWO 
MEN WERE SAVED FROM DROWNING. 
CuicaGo March 30.—Lient. Rogers, Chief 
of the Eleventh Life-Saving District, is in re- 
ceipt of the following special report from Capt. 
N. Robins, of Grand Haven, Mich., which was 
transmitted by Keeper Henry Finch, of the life- 
saving station at Manistee. Lieut. Rogers says 
it is one of the most extraordinary episodes 
recorded in the annals of the service. Two 
ladies were visiting at the lighthouse 


keeper's dwelling at Manistee on March 
19. Capt. Robins, the keeper, saw that a gale 
was risingat4 e’clock in the afternoon, and 
started to take the ladies across the river to 
their homes. Mra. Johnson, one of the ladies, 
got off the pier into asmal) skiff, and as Miss 
Fagin, her companion, went to get in she struck 
on the side of the boat and capsized it, throwing 
them into the water. Capt. Robins, who has 
ouly one arm, saved himself by hanging to 
the pier. The skiff turned bottom up, 
the two women hanging to the  hailf- 
inch keel with their fingers. A bowline 
was made bv Keeper Finch and thrown over 
Miss Fagin’s head and she was pulled tothe pier, 
Keeper Finch countinnes: ‘I got down on the 
pier, got the line under her arms, and tried to 
pull herup onto the pier. It was so icy we 
could not get hervout. She was stiff and could 
not belp herself. Mrs. Robins caine out of the 
lighthouse and helped, and we landed Misa 
Fagin” on the top of the pier. The ice 
was about 15 feet high over the pier 
and 2 or 3 feet thick all around it. 
Mrs. Joknson had hung to the boat, and 
the wind, which had increased to over 20 
miles an hour with a tive-mile current had taken 
her nearly to the end of the pier, about a quar- 
ter of a mile from the place where the boat cap- 
sized. Capt. Robins and I got into a skiff and 
started after Mrs. Johnson. We came up to her 
at the end of the pier, but she was fast to the 
boat. After great difficulty we got her into the 
skiff, but the wind was blowing so hard 
I could not pull up to the station and was 
drifting out to the lake. Mrs. Finch grabbed 
the surfboeat rope, ran down the icy pier with 
Mrs. Hamilton, a neighbor, and threw the end 
of therope to me. [made it fast tothe skiff, 
and they towed us to the station. Without the 
help of Mrs. Robins we conld not have got Miss 
Fagin on the pier, and if Mrs. Hamilton and 
Mra Finck had not thrown me the line Mrs. 
Johnson, Capt. Robins, and myself would have 
been drowned, as it was impossible fer ns to get 
up the icy piers.” Lieut. Rogers says it is prob- 
able that the department will make some epecial 
recognition of the bravery exhibited by the 
women who aided in the rescue.

MR. SPRECKELS 1S UNDECIDED. 

BaLTImMorE, March 30.—Claus f&peckels 
played his little sugar comedy in Baltimore toa 
good audience and a satisfactory amount of ap- 
plause. He was several days getting here, the 
weather being the cause of successive postpone- 
ments, but when he did arrive he was well cared 
for by a committee of prominent men and plenty 


of Maryland hospitality. There was a general 
hope that he might mean business, and on that 
hope many attentions were paid him. He was 
shown Baltimore's facilities and was asked 
his intentions. Then he said he was not ex- 
actly certain what he would do; that while he 
was not under obligations to parties in Phila- 
delphia, he had a kind of understanding with 
them to locate there, but bedid not propose 
to ignore Baltimore; that he might put his 
money in Philadelphia and alsoin Baltimore. 
He wanted the favored city to aid him with 
capital, and he stated that Philadelphia had 
offered him $7,000,000. He finally declared 
that he would locate either in Philadelphia or 
Baltimore. He said his plans are now in New- 
York. Mr. Spreckels left about 5 o’clock this 
afternoon for Philadelphia, but Baltimore ex- 
pected to see him again und to prove to him that 
this is the piace for his refinery.

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., March 30.—Of 
late many thefts of overcoats have been re- 
ported at headquaygors from hotels and from the 
courts. Detective Murray was put on the case, 
and be last night arrested a man who gave his 
name as George Hopkins. The prisoner stated 


that he was from Virginia, but refused to tell 
where he had been living in this city. He was 
well dressed and of distinguiahed appearance, 
avd had im his poasession wood cuts of himseif 
and of Congressinan Breckinridge of Kentucky. 
He was anxious to pay a fine and avoid public- 
ity, but Magistrate Smith heid him in $1,500 
bail for trial,in default of whioh he was re- 
manded to Moyamensing prison. It is supposed 
that he is some Southerner who has been dis- 
sipating his means, aud was caught in the act 
of replenishing his exchequer by purloining 
wearing apparel.

CHARLOTTE, N. C., March 30.—The most 
singular case of “big head” on record is re- 
ported from Chatham County, the possessor be- 
ing a negro, Abner Dorsett. Heisof a bright 
yellow color, has clear cut features, and an in- 
telligent countenance.

he is only 342 feet in height and weighs less 
than 75 pounds. His head 18 so heavy that he 
has never been abie to walk under it.

His 
arms aud legs are very slender, and he cannot 
sit alone. When his head gets overbalanced he 
has te push it back with his hand. He doesn’t 
know a letter or figure, but has a good mathe- 
matical mind and can solve mentally almost 
any problem which may be given him.

THE PROSPECT DARKENING 


MORE DEEDS OF VIOLEHNOE 
BY THE STRIKERS. 
BURLINGTON EMPLOYES ASSAULTED ON 
THEIR ENGINES AND THE PAINT 

AND AT AURORA BURNED. 

Cxricaao, March 30.—This morning found 
the prospects for more trouble in the Chickge, 
Burlington aud Quincy strike as promising as 
the worst enemies of the road and of the men 
could wish. The assault of the evening before 
and the arrest of twwo of the mob had resulted in 
giving the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul a 
strike of its own yardmen to attond to. There 
were chances of more disturbance and acts of 
violence. The strikers were boldly proclaiming 
that at last they were going to boycott Burling- 
ton freight on every road leading into Chieago. 
A secret meeting was being held to decides, it 


was rumored, whether or not to order a strike. 


on the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago. 

As for the Burlington officials they bad no 
idea that their troubles were at anend. After 
last night’s riot further outbreaks were to be 
expected. The first came this morning, when 
two “Q” engines, one pulling and one pushing, 
moved 33 stock cars from Western-avenue to 
the stock yards. At Centre-avenue Engine No. 
399 of the Chicago, St. Louis and Pittsburg was 
passed, and as the ‘‘Q” pusher came along W. 
W. Thomas, its fireman, was stunned by a 
coupling pin thrown by one of No. 399’s crew. 
There were 14 Pinkerton guards on the ‘‘Q” 
train, but they could do nothing, and sevoral 
policemen made no effort to arrest the thrower 


of the missila An hour later another Burlipg- 
ion stock train going over the same route was 
stoned at the Chicago and Alton crossing. 

One result of the riot was to terrorize the new 
awitchwen of the Burlington for a time, but this 
afternoon they were at work aguin. Within 24 
hours 125 switchmen have arrived from the 
East, and with men previously engaged they 
put the *Q” in a fairly well equipped condition, 
This morning, however, the new switchmen, 
whose duties called them out of the Burlington 
yards, were unwilling to work unless fully 
armed or else strongly guarded by police, These 
conditiona were realized in the afternoon and 
then the Burlington went ahead with its opera- 
tions. It had had no trouble switching on its own 
yards atany time during the day, and trains 
over its hne 6ame and went without difficulty. 
The officials of the company say that the latest 
developments have given them no reason to 
think of backing down. 

General Passenger Agent Morton, who, as 
usual, did the talking for the company, said that 
the company’s loss on the paint shops burned at 
Aurora lasv night would not exceed $50,000, 
aud that the company had positive information 
that the fire was of incendiary origin, and was 
the work of striking switchmen. The object of 
the strikers was to drive out the new Wen quar- 
tered there. The loss will not alone fall on the 
company, but 173 men employed in the shop 
will be thrown out of work, and orders were 
received from the company’s headquarters this 
morning to the heads of departments at Aurora 
to cut down the force at work to the lowest. .pos- 
sible limit. Dispatches from the Mayor of au- 
rora gave every assurance of protection of prop- 
erty. Icxtra guards were put on tiis morning 
at Aurora to protect 30 new men sent from 
here. 

A passenger coach onasiding at Downer's 
Grove was burned early this worning. It was 
beyond doubt fired by an iacendiary. 

“We have the law on our side,’ quoted Mr. 
Morten, ‘and we don’t propose to back down. 
Mr. Arthur promised that he would call tho 
strike off if the Burlington could get along with- 
out the Brotherhood. We did get along without 
them, and he inaugurated the borcott. The 
courts ruled against the boycott, and then fo)- 
lowed the switchmen’s strike. We sball not 
weaken after having gone Bo far.” 

James Quirk, the rioter arrested last night, to 
day was fined $5 and costs, and appealed. His 
companion on the dock, Henry Gallagher, was 
discharged, positive evidence against the men 
being slight. Both are in the employ of the St. 
Paul Road, and it was their arrest which pre- 
eipitated the strike in that road’s yards. The St. 
Paul officials found everything tied up in their 
Chicage yards to-day, only passenger trains mov- 
ing regularly, and they went to work ina 
businesslike way, announcing that new men 
would be secured as soon as possible. The 200 
strikers and their friends were driven out ef the 
yards by the police, going sullenly, but without 
‘offering resistance, and guards were posted to 
keep the tracks clear. Then the cfficials had 
fires started under half a dozen switch engines, 
and, reinforced by strong detachments of their 
special police from Milwaukee and intermediate 
stations, set to work to clear up the yards, 
several conductors acting as engineers. 

Meanwhile the strikers had held a meeting, 
voted to stand firin, and came etraggling back 
to the tracks, only to find the speciais on the 
ground and provided with quarters in sleeping 
cara and the roundhouse, with a dining car tora 
restaurant. Early in the afternoon’ a switch 
engine with a guard of special police, Conductor 
McCallery as engineer, Roadmaster Ahern as 
tiremau, and two conductors as switehmen 
atarted out ard brought in most of the ears 
which the Burlington tried to deliver to the St. 
Paul last night. There were hoots and yells trom 
the crowd, but the demonstrations went no 
further. Next the officials devoted themselves 
to getting several derailed cars back upon the 
tracks. acd succeeded in doing so, to the mani- 
fest disappoiatment of the crowd. 

While matters were thus progreasing in the 
St. Paul yards the strikers talked very bitterly 
o7 the company and the police, notwithstanding 
the fact that the company has been 
one of the strongest upholders” of the 
“neutrality” policy in its dealings 
with the Burlington. They complained 
that the presence of the ‘‘Q” engine and men 
yesterday was part of a deliterate plan to force 
them into handling Burlingtop freight. As 
a Inatter of fact, the cars were 
new ones, shipped to the St. Faul 
from a shop on the line of the 
Buriingtom. Superintendent Collizs, however. 
for the St. Paul, said that the company was a 
direct competitor of the *Q,” and therefore it 
has been as neutral as possible, Le couldn’t see 
why his men had struck. 

Meanwhile, at the hall ef the strikers at Four- 
teenth and Jefierson streets, a secret conference 
had been goiig on for the purpose, it was re- 
puted, of causing a strike on the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicage Road. So positive were tho 
reports that they set now as the basis for the 
strike. It did not come then, however, but men 
on the line insisted that it was merely because 
some hitch had occurred to delay the 
strike and not because the project had 
been given up. The meeting adjourned 
late in the day and its members 
even then maintained their policy of secrecy. 
They would not admit that a strike would not 
be ordered, nor would they say that any order 
haa yet been issued. At the Grand Pacific, 
where the heads of the Engineers’ Brotherhood 
are quartered, there was little to be learned to- 
day about last night’s outvyreak. The 8t. Paul 
strikers were said to have gone out on their 
own responsibility. It is the impression at head- 
quarters that if any Burlington freight should 
boa offered to any other Chicago road 
ita yard force will strike rather than 
handle this traffic. The brotherhoed officers are 
very careful to say that auch a boycott is notin 
accordance with the brotberhood’s orders, and 
that the brotherhood, fas an organization, has 
nething todo withit. The men are acting indi- 
vidually. 

Chief Arthur goes to Cleveland immediately, 
where he willocall a meeting of the Excoutive 
Committee of the brotherhood to levy an assess- 
ment to pay the expenses of the Burlington 
strike. Chairman Hoge of the “ Q” men acta in 
his place in his absence, and the Chief goes 
away backed by a set of resolutions drawn 
up by the Advisory Board of his organization, 
eensisting of the Chairman of the General 
Grievance Committees of the trunk lines run- 
ning into Chicago. These resolutions doelare 
implicit contidence in Chief Arthur and in his 


honor and integrity, and go on te say that the: 


board is satistied it expresses the feeling of its 
constituente. 

Theu the resolution zees on: 

Resolved, That we intorm our Grand Chief En- 
gineer that we indorse the stand taken by him in all 
mutters pertaining to the sottiement of the trouble 
on the Chicage, Burlington and Quincy, and that we 
stand ready and willing to assist him in his efforts 
to maintain the dignity of the brothers on the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy Railroad, and also the 
brotherhood at large against the actions offthe man- 
agement of the Chicago, Burlington, and Quincy 
system.” 

Nevertheless the radicals are as lively ag 
ever, and the doings of tke last 10 days have 
shown that they are just at present running 
things to suit themselves. 

The St. Paul people managed to send one 
freight train out to-night. Superintendent Col- 
lins daid he had secured 11 engineers from along 
the line and they would be here to-morrow to 
begin work. He expected no difficulty in se- 
curing all the switchmen needed if the old 
hands did not return. From his attitude 
and conversation it appeared that he was 
not very sanguine about the speedy ending of 
the strike. By to-day noon he: thought there 
would be enough enginsera, firemen, aud switch- 
men on band to transact the usual gamount of 
business. ‘ 

Just before midnight a passenger train stand- 
ing in the St. Paul yard was discovered to be on 
fire. In jt were two 8t. Paul baggage cars and @ 
Pan Handle coach. The tire at thia hour is be- 
lieved to have been incendiary. ° 

The Burlington delivered no freight to other 
roads. In its own line 9 freight trains, ocm- 
prising 71 empty stock and 69 dead irsigh§ 





cars, were sent out, besides 3 
trains and 10 trains comprising 1387 
stock and 7 dead freight cars were 
hauled {in from the West. Four awiteh engines 
did nothing else but make up trains In the ium- 
ber district. It is expocted that within a few 
days now, anleas anothor strike ocours, all the 
freight trains will be running as usual 

Six hundred men, representing every road en- 
tering Chicago, met to-night aud diseussod the 
situation, showing beyond a doubt that the boy- 
cott plan is ready to be carried out. One of the 
men deolared that the Pan Handle was on the 
point of being tied up from one end to the other. 


MILWAUKEE, March 30.—Up to to-night 
there were no indications that the strike of the 
Chicago switchmen -would extend te this 
city. Orders were issued to tho yard- 
masters in the several yards to hold 
all cars loaded with Chicago freight. 
Consequently the men had little to do 
but discuss the situation. Ajlof the engine dis- 
patohers employed in the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and 8t. Pau) reundhouses were called to head- 
quarters this morning and offered the places 
made vacant by the strike of the switch engi- 
neers, but they declinedtoa man. To-nightit was 
reported that the freight conducters all aleng 
the line had been ordered to go to Chicago to 
take the strikers’ places, and to-night a meeting 
of the switchmen was calied to consider their 
attitude under existing circumstances, Nothtag 
oan be learned, however, as to their intentions. 

Only passenger trains arrived from Chivago to- 
day. General Manager Roswell Miller said 
that they were rapidly filling the places of the 
strikers. ‘* At present,” be said, ‘‘ we are man- 
ning our yard engines with crews from off the 
read, and they will do the work until we seeure 
experienced switchmen.” Neither Manager 
Miller nor General Superintendent Clarke 
thought the strike would extend to osher ter- 
minal points. 


Quincy, iL, March 30.—The switchmen 
in the Quincy yards received orders this mern- 
ing to strike, und accordingly all but five of 
them left their posts about 9:30 o’clock, The 
strikers gave no notice to any one, and abso- 
lutely refuse to talk to any one on the subject. 
The strikers, a8 s00n aa they left the yard, went 
to the striking engineers’ headquarters, where a 
long meeting was held to discuss the matter.

ADJOURNMENT OF THE 
LEGISLATURE, 
Trenron, N. J., March 30.—This has been 
a busy day inthe Legislature, as since yester- 
day the members have seen an excelient pros- 
pect of getting through the session to-day. Fow 
bills of general interest were passed to-day, the 
great mass being of a loeal character, although 
under the guise of “generai laws.” Senator 
Edwards tried to bring up the Washington- 
Street Bridge bill, to bridge the famous ‘*Gap” 
in Jersey City, but was assured that the rail- 
roads intendetl to consolidate at that point, so 
that no bridge would be needed, and his notion 


was voted down. The House passed a bill au- 
thorizing Jersey City to buy a water front on 
the Hackensack River and extending the Regis- 
tration law to eities of 5,500 inhabitants. Phere 
Was a great slaughter of bills, among them muny 
questionable schemes for getting money out of 
the public Treasury. 

A joint meeting was held at noon, when five 
Jury Commissioners and other ofticers were ap- 
pointed, iucluding Bennington F. Randolph as 
Trustee of the State Normal Sehvol, Judge Ran- 
dolph is # Democrat, a gentleman of tie highest 
standing in New-Jersey, but because he voted 
jora Republican State School Superintendent 
the Democrats in the Legislature made a bitter 
tight agaiust him, in which they were joined by 
some ungrateful Republicans, but he received 
42 votes to 27 for Mr. Chapman, late Demo- 
cratic State School Superintendent, for 
whose removal he hat voted. A hum- 
ber of the Governor’s nominations 
for Judges and Prosecutors were con- 
tirmed aud some were rejected. Final adjourn- 
ment took place this evening after tiie Custom- 
ary handsome tributes to President Large in 
the Senate and Speaker Dickinson in the House, 
both being unusually deserving of the eom- 
inendation of their associates in the Legislature.

WOOL MEN IN THE WRONG 


MR. 0 Rk. BRECKINRIDGE 
MAKES A DENIAL. 

THE CHARGE THAT THE WAYS AND 

MEANS COMMITTEE MADE A COM- 
PROMISE AGREEMENT UNTRUE, 


Boston, March 30.—The Boston Journal 
of Commerce will print to-morrow a letter from 


Congressman Breckinridge of Arkansas regard-— 
‘ing an assertion in a late issue of the American 


Wool Reporier that the Democratic members of 
the Ways and Means Committes, which has in 
charge the revision of the tartti, have exhibited 
bad faith toward leading representatives of the 
New-England textile manufacturing interest, in 
entering upona positive agreement with them 
that, with free wool and lower rates on woolen 
goods, tho present compound system should be 
retained, and then reporting a bill which im- 
poses none other than ad valorem duties. In an 


editorial introducing the letter the Journal of 
Commerce says: 


“It was also asserted that the understanding 
was equally as positive eoncerniug compound 
duties on cotton govuds. The Hon. C. R. Kreck- 
inridge of Arkansas was singled out as the mem- 
berof the committce with whom the alleged 
contract was made. This accusation appeared 
to us so asteunding, especially as it in- 
volved the name and character ot 
one of the most distinguished and uprignt 
members of Congress, that we at ones wrote 
to Mr. Breckinridge, and also communicated 
with other parties for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing the truth of the matter, or if it possessed a 
pretension to correctness. Mr. Breckinridge’s 
reply is given below. We also learn from 
most authentic sources that the repre- 
fentatives of the wool wanufacturers of 
New-Engiland have never approacned the ma- 
jority of the Ways and Means Comunittee 
tor the purpose of procuring an under- 
standing or agreement, as professed was 
the case by the above publication. At all 
limes the New-England manufacturers, in 
their representative capacity, have stood 
aquarely by the agreement made at 
the Wool Conference at Washington last Janu- 
ary. Itis not believed that any ‘ leading’ mem- 
ber of the National Association of Wool Mannu- 
facturers has had an understanding of any 
nature with the Democratio members of the 
committee, Following is the letter: 

COMMIITKE OF WAYS AND MEANS, ) 
HOUSE OF Ri@PRESENTATIVES, > 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 26, 1888. 
Editor of Boston Jaurnal of Commerce: 

DEAR Stk: I am in receipt of your letter of the 
25th inat., with clipping from a Beston paper 
relating toar alleged ‘‘positive agreement” on the 
part of the Democratic members of the Ways and 
Mearns Committce “ with leadiug New-Esgiand 
manufacturers” to insert certain compound du- 
ties in the woolen schedule of our bill, and also 
te matter of similar import in regard to the cot- 
ton goods schedule. You can safely challenze 
them to produce their proof, either gral or writ- 
ten. The facts are as follows: 

As te cotton, we listened with great pleasure, 


respect, and with patience to very full expres-, 


sions from gentismen of the Arkwright Club, 
who now complain that taey have been cut olf 
from appearing. The impression prevailing 
with us was that no very creat change 
would be made in that schedule, 
and that belief was expressed by we, 
and I think others, but no “agreement” was 
entered into in any sense. Nothing was asked 
of these gentlemen, and notbing was promised 
them. The present rate and form of duty upon 
the more costly cotton geois are retained in 
the bill. These goods are said to need 
more protection than the cheaper goods. 
This rate and this form (40 per cent. 
ad volerem) were fixed as adequate in 1883. 
Being adequate in rate and efficient in form for 
the greatest need, it certainly is adequate for 
the least, and we make it uniformiy 40 per 
cent. on all cetton cloths as now provided by 
law for the most finished cloths as stated. 

Asto yarns: We retain the compound duties, 
making the lower grades a little less to conform 
to the present 35 per cent. tax on hosiery made 
out of these yarns. The other yarns were cen- 
sidered to bea taxed, and are so considered, 
at practically 40 per cent. to conform te 
the rate of the higher = elass of 
hosiery, &c., made out of them. Wo retain the 
present tax on such hosiery, laces, &c., changing 
neither rate nor form, and make the yarn con- 
forma. There isin the present law an inequality 
between laces, &¢., taxed 40 per cent., and 
yarn werth over a dollar a pound, taxed 50 
percent. Itis proper that such goods should 
be placed at 50 per cent. or such yarns at 40 
perceut. The latter was done. I think it will 
be dificult for them to point out either the 
hardship or the injustice of this adjustment. 

Now as to wooleus. The present tax is com- 
pound. The specitie is compensatory for the tax 
onraw wool. The protective part is ad valorem 
new. Werepeal the tax on wool and tind an 
ad valorem system already prevailing We wakes 
it higher than it pow is. Why should they com- 
plain of this atatime when other people are 
making sacritiees ? 

As tothe tabla you send me: It is ene pre- 
pared, not by us, but by gentlemen in New-Eng- 
and forus to consider. We promised to con- 
sider it, and there was a hope that we could 
adopt some such adjustment of tho tax. 
We spent more time on this than or 
any other schedule in the bill, But wo 
did not see how we ceuld with justice 
to all adopt this schedule or this method, und so 
we finally determined not to make the change 
that it involves. I can well understand that 
gentlemen way regret that we «did not see our 
way clear to substitute compound duties, 
but net one of them will say that any 
had faith ia involved in our uet doing so. With 
these gentlemen, as with those of the Arkwright 
Ciub, no pledges were either offered or ex- 
changed, and uo “agreeinent” was entered into, 
We exchanged views only. While I talked 
quite freely with these gentlemen when here, 
yet it was Mr, Breckinridge of Kentucky who 
visited Boston and Providences, and notl. I 
have submitted thie statementto him and he 
eoneurs. Thanking you for your kindness in

THE MILLS TARIFF REPORT. 


ITS PREMATURE PUBLICATION ExX- 
aos PLAINED—PENSION FOR MBS. LOGAN. 
WASHINGTON, March 30.—The Demo- 
cratic members of the Ways anda Means Com- 
mittee have had an unhappy time of it to- 
day endeavoring to explain how the report on 
the Taritf bill came to be given to a small 
number of papers instead of being assured gen- 
eral publicity. Each one of them was indignant 
at what they termed in their izapatience the 
“treachery” of some member of the committee. 
That suggestion touched the Republicans, who 


had just received their vopies, and who were also 
indignant because the majority report had been 
made public before the minority report was 
ready. Tno fact is that there does 
not appear to be any reason for suspecting any 
member of the committee of ‘“ treachery.” 
Every member of it was urged yesterday in 
most strenuous language to give out the report, 
and Republicans and Democrats alike were very 
yositive In their refusals. The leak by which the 
Vaysanud Means report escaped is an old one. The 
Louisville Courier-Journal, at certain periods in 
the history of the last three Congreases, has had 
early and interesting information. It has al- 
ways known what the composition of the 
Speaker's committees was to be far in 
advance of auy of its competitors. It 
has known in advance the pians of the Ways 
and Meaus Comuittee. It has had advance 
copies of the tariff bills This was 30 of the 
present Congress as to committees and the Mills 
bil. The report on the Mills bill has been in 
print several days. Copies of it were in tho 
Speaker’s posseseion, and he had been consulted 
about it and had considered it for the purpose of 
making auggestions; and yesterday the Courier- 
Journal undertook, ata late hour, to advertise 
itaclf and give some cir2ulation toareport which 
the Democrats were interested in having laid 
before every nowspaper reader in the country. 
The report of course came from Washington. 
The general conviction is that it was ‘ grape- 
vined” out of the Speaker’s room. It may be 
only necessary to remark that the Speaker's 
clerk is, and has been for several years, the 
Washington correspondent of the Courier-Jour- 
nal, As long as be is permitted to enjoy the 
privilege, as Speaker's olerk, of making public 
everything which may fall into the Speaker's 
osséesion, he can defy compecition in that line.

The Ways and Means Committee has apparently 
been betrayed by a ‘news truat,” over which 
the Speaker has full control. 


One hundred and fifty-four Republican and 
Democratic Representatives voted to-day for

Ninety-four Democratic representatives, in- 
cluding Mesers.

Mr. James A. Frazier of Rockbridge, a member of 
the State Committes, who was present at last 
night’s meeting, saya that the opposition pro- 
pose to make their tight against Mahone strictly 
within the bounds laid down by the National Com- 
mittee. Heretofore the mewbers of the party who 
bave revolted agaiust the Chairman's tyranny 
have not been in a position to call upon the Na- 
tional Committee to back thsm. Mahoue’s de- 
fiance of the plan of organization adopted by 
the last Presidential Convention, and promul- 
gated at the recent meeting of the National Com- 
mittee, is, however, couated upon by his op- 
ponents to aid them in tbis struggle. They will 
issue an adtress to the Republicans of the State, 
calling upon them to resent Mahone’s attempt 
to assume the absolute dictatorship of the party. 
They wili insist that the delegates elected to the 
State Convention, calied to meet at Petersburg 
on May 17, shball, in defiance of Mahone’s plans, 
meet in their respective disiricts after their eleo- 
tion and choose their district delegates to Chi- 
cago. 

The anti-Mahone leaders assert that the way 
in whioh the ex-Senatur has endeavorel to se- 
cure the delegates from this State for Sherman 
has done that candidate more barm in Ohio 
and other States than anything the Ohio Sena- 
tor has had to contend with. Despite all he 
¢an do he will be unable to prevent the 
election of some Blaine delegates to Chicago. 
Then, if the plan agreed upon fs earried out, 
they will make it extremely lively for Mahone 
on the floorof that bedy. The secret circu- 
lar sent out by Mahone, in which Blaine was 
severely denounced and maligued, is to be read 
to the convention.

FOLLOWING UP THE LISTING ON TEE 
EXCHANGE WITH THE OFFER OF 
50,000 SHARES TO THE PUBLIC. 

The scheme to induce sanguine people 
with more money than they know what to do 
with to invest in the stock of the Cleveland Tin 
Mining Company is being pressed for all itia 
worth. Having succeeded in getting their stock 
listed on the Consolidated Steck ana Petroleum 
Exchange Thursday, some 360 shares were put 
through the books just to secure a quotation to 
which prospective investers could be pointed 
for evidence of its value. One of the company 
sold 100 snares to another of the company at 
$1 GO per two-dollar share. He, in turn, sold 
it toa third party at $1 50, who sold it back te 
the original ewner at $155. Two or three 
othsr parties put some stock through the samé 
manceuvre, after which the attemptto secure 
subscribers to 50,000 shares of the stock, which 
were offered at $1 50 per share of tae face value 
of $2, waa actively pushed. 

In order to convince the skovtieal, at the lit- 
tle office of tho company, at 71 Broadway, with 
alarge plate-glass show window facing on the 
street, there was piled up several hundred 
pounds of rock, richin mica and crystal, and 
said te contain cassiterite, (oxide of tin.) There 
are also five small bars of bleck tin, stamped 
“Nigger Hill Tin,” and declared te be the prod 
uct of tive soveral lumps of ore of five pounds 
each. There are: furthermore large quantities 
of handsomely-printed pamphiets, in terra eotta 
colored vovers, descriptive of the enormous 
prospective value of the Cleveland Tin Mining 
Company’s properties, modest illustrations, and 
amap. Then there are unlimited quantities of 
subscription blanks, two or three desis, 
some chairs and acarpet. Finally, the officers 
and salesmen—uvot of tin,but of stock—are there 


in force to supply any facts regarding the 
mines and the business not already sufficiently 
set forth in the advertising matter. THE TIMES'S 
reporter was assured that, althoueh only 
50,000 shares were now olfered, and that the 
subscription books wouid close to-night, pever 
thelesa the company was prepared to set aside 
any additional quantity up to 200,000 shares. 
which be thought he might want, at $1 50 per 
share within the ensuing 650 days. Several 
“blocks” of the stock had already been takea 
and the jambs were bleating for it by the hun- 
dred. 

Desirous of ascertaining whether there was 
any established vaiue in the property which 
would warrant the cluims set forth by the stock: 
salesmon, THE TIMES’s investigator called upon 
several prominent tin importing firma who, if 
tin had really been discovered in paying quantt- 
ties anywhere in the country, would be among 
the tirst to learn of it and ta interest themselveg 
in the mines. But no one was found who wae 
willing to say that tin had been discovered any- 
where in America in sufficiently concentrated 
depesita to warrant the expense of mining it. 

Prof. Churchill reported 2n the property in 
quastion nearly two years ago, since which time 
there has been no material improvement in the 
character of the development. Prof. Chase’a 
report was made in July, 1886, at which time 
the shaft was 42 feet deep. At that time the 
samples selected from the surface outeroppinga 
and from the drift assayed from 1.10 to 5.24 
per cent. of tin; that 1s from 22 to 105 pounds 
or tin to each 2,000 pounds of selected ore.

But the 
tin story had goneabroad. The owner’s daughter 
pictured herself another Esmeralda and the 
price of those hills jumped from $7 te $60,000 
per acre. This was told as merely indicating 
the intensity of interest with which all the tia 
fields of thia country are being watched by 
parties who have long been connected with the 
tin trade, and who would cheerfully invest ali 
the monvy necessary tu develop a really promis- 
ing property, and upon terms that would pay 
the discoverer better than the sale of stoek at 
even the highest figures that the most verdant 
green that was ever shorn in Wall-street would 
pay for it. 

“There are several auspicious circumstances 
connected with this scheme,” said an astate ob- 
server to the reporter, ‘‘ that will prevect the 
wise from throwing away their woney ¢n it 
The mine was discovered in 1876 simultaneonsly 
with the discovery of gold in the Black Hills 
Nothing was done, bowever, until about 16 
years later, when large quantities of the ore 
were gathered up frem the surface outcroppings 
for miles along the ridge im which this Nigger 
Hill mive appears by experts sent in the interest 
of English and American tin merchants. The ore 
was selected and reports upon the general charac- 
ter of the district were made by the experts, WO 
sent the ore, some to London and seme te New- 
York for inspection and assay.

besides a prospect.” Another correspondent, 
who signs himscif ‘A Stock Subscriber,” ts a 
young lawyer who lives with his family in Wes?

REVOLT AGAINST GOV. HILL 





SENATOR MURPHY WANTS 
DEMOCRATS NOMINATED. 
4ND HE, THEREFORE, DOESN’T LIKE 
GOV. HILL’8 QUARANTINE NOMINA- 
TIONS—-MR. MASE’S PRISON BILL, 


ALBANY, March 30.—The Platt Senators 
began their tinkering with the Quarantine Com- 
mission again to-day. The presence of the 
smallpox-infected steamship in the Bay was 
seized upon by Gov. Hill yesterday as the pre- 
text for reminding them that his Quarantine 
nominations had not been confirmed alttiiough 
these have been in their possession many weeks. 
The same circumstance was the stimulant which 
to-day stirred up the Platt Senators. Senator 
Vedder called for the consideration of his bill 
continuing in office John A. Nichols and giving 
him, as associates in the Quarantine Commis- 
sion, the Presidents of the Boards of Health of 
New-York and Braoklyn, The Democrats were 
as much taken aback as were the Republicans 
when the Governor’s message Was sprung upon 
them yesterday, and:one after another they 
voted against Mr, Vedder’s proposition. They 
finally turned tail and ran in the other direc- 
tion, all but two Senators, Collins and Mo- 
Naughton. 

Once in Committee of the Whole, Mr. Vedder 
presented an amendment which brushed Nichols 
ana the two Presidents of the Health Boards 
out of sight and changed the character of the 
bill completely. It provides for the election of 
the three Quarantine Commissioners by ths two 
brancnes of tke Legislature on joint ballot in 
the same manner as the Superintendent of 


lublic Instruction, Regents of the University, 
and United States Senators. Their term of of- 
tice is fixed at three years. They are to be 
elected on the second Wednesday of next May, 
and must reside in either New-York, Kings, or 
Richmond County. All this of course is con- 
tingent upon the bill becoming a law. 

There has never been any doubt from the mo- 
ment this absurd proposition was broached in 
a Republican caucus that it would meet with the 
Governor’s disapproval] should it ever come be- 
fore him for official action. Senator Cantur soon 
settled the point to the satisfaction of every- 
body by declaring that the Governor would be 
insane to sign such a bill. It wasa farce to pass 
it, and, in fact, it was not, in his opinion, sub- 
mitted to the Legislature with the slightest hope 
that it would become alaw. It was a proof that 
the Republicans wanted no more Quarantine 
reform, but diu want to continue in office the 
pewcens Quarartine Commissioner who was the 

ieutenant of the great and only Platt. 

Senator Kellogg, while not denying that the 
Republicans were not disposed todo their duty 
toward the Governor's Quarantine nominations, 
demanded to know why the Democrats did not 
all do their duty and vote for those nominations 
when tne seven Republican Senators were pre- 
pared toact. This was a pertinent inquiry, for 
it is very well known that Gov. Hill had the 
subject of his nominations brought up in the 
Senate upon one oscasion when it was a recog- 
nized fact that they could not be confirmed. In 
fact, the Governor did not want them confirmed 
and by precipitating a partisau quarrel upon 
that occasion as he directed, the Democrats had 
driven the Republicans together. It would be 
difficult to determine by whom the greater hy- 
pocrisy isexhibited in this treatment of Quaran- 
tine matters, the Governor or the Platt Senators. 

Mr. Cantor’s reply was that he could not 
epeak for all of his Democratic associates. 

Senator Murphy of the County Democracy or- 

ganization of New-York waa ready to answerfor 
his course. “I suppose that I am one to whom 
your question might more properly be pui,” he 
Baid, addressing Mr. Kellogg. “I'll tell you 
plainly so that it can be understood Ly your as- 
gOciates and by the Governor of this Stxte. 
There were two Republicans nominated for 
Quarantine Commissioners by the Governor and 
only one Democrat. There should have been two 
Democrats instead of two Republicans. I want 
to say that as long as I hold my seat in thie Sen- 
ate I shall never vote for any Republican for 
Quarantine Commissioner.” 
t The Senate was so quiet that the dropping of 
a pin might be heard while the New-York Sen- 
ator was speaking. His declaration of rebell- 
fon against the Democratio Governor of this 
State was unexpected, although it has long 
been known that he, in common with a con- 
stantly-increasing number of Democrats in the 
State, entertains these hostile views. Hie atti- 
tude indicates that the Governor is seated on a 
volcano in his own party, and that his assump- 
tion of leadership of the Democracy of the State 
is questioned, and in the near future jis likely 
to be disputed in caucuses and conventions. 

Another County Democracy Senator, Mr. Lang- 
bein, acting in full accord with his organization, 
is prepared to follow the course described by 
Senator Murphy. Gov. Hill has made overtures 
to the County Democracy in the hope of procur- 
ing the support of these two Senators for all 
nominations which he may make in the future, 
but the New- Yorkers have declined to meet him 
half ig They say that there are enough Dem- 
ocrats in the Democrtic Party from whom to 
draw in filling public places without designating 
a Republican whenever an office of value is to 
be filled. 

In proof of their declaration that Gov. Hill 
has not treated Democrats genercusly since he 
has been in the Executive Chamber, they point 
to the records, which show that out of the 46 
ehoice positions distributed under his adminis- 
tration 11 have been given to Kepublicans, 13 to 
labor lieutenants, and only 22 to Democrats. 
These are facts likely to be emphasized by the 
position assumed by the County Democracy’s 
representatives in the Senate. Before tuking his 
seat Senator Murphy moved an amendment 
to the Vedder bili which takes the Quarantine 
Commission practically out of all control of 
Gov. Hill, though leaving it in the hands of 
Democrats. Itstipulated that the commission 
should be reorganized so that the President of 
the Board of Health of the two cities (both 
Democrats) and a third member to be appointed 
by the Governor and to be a member of the 
State Board of Health should comprise its mem- 
bership. None of the Platt Senators had a word 
to say in support of the Vedder amendment ex- 
cept Mr. Fassett, and he did net venture to sug- 

esta single reason showing what advantages, 

f any, would be conferred by the proposed 

method of election. He confined himself toa 
iefense of Quarantine management. 

As s00n as the opportunity was presented 
Benators Vedder and Raines took the steps 
necessary to ordering the bill to a third reading, 
amended in the manner proposed by the former. 
Mr. Murphy’s amendment was dropped without 
a vote even having been taken upen it in Com- 
mittee of the Whole. Against all these Parlia- 
mentary moves Senator O’Conner of Brooklyn 
sided with the Democrats. He was the only 
Republican who refused to be whipped into line 
by the Platt Senators. It is the purpose of 
Messrs. Vedder and Raines to pass this bill in 
the Senate, and it is thier expectation and belief 
that every Republican save two will vote for it. 

Mr. O’Connor wiil not, and Mr. Laughlin of 
Buffalo may not. Asa matterof fact a number 
of Senators, among them Messrs. Fassett, 
Hendricks, Sloan, Robertson and Kellogg, be- 
lieve the measure to be ridiculous, but they are 
all siated to vote for it. 

The net result of these mancuvres over this 
measure will be the retention of John A. Nichols 
in office. Peace in the Republican ranks must 
be purchased at this price, and it would seem as 
if those who oecupy seats in the party’s bighest 
couneil have consented to Platt’s terms. An 
effort may be made by some of the Democrats to 
amend the title of this bill@o as to read: “An 
act to maintain the equilibrium of factions in 
the Republican Party until delegates have been 
elected to the National Convention.” 

Against the protests of Senators Cantor and 
Lanxvein the Senate passed Judge Robertson’s 
bili depriving litigants in the City Court of New- 
York of the right to earry up their casas to the 
Court of Appeal. 

The Labor spook stalked through the Assem- 
bly Chamber to-day and with the aid of the 
demagogues in that body brought 30 of its mem- 
bers to their knees long enough to vote against 
the Mase bill appropriating $500,000 to enable 
the Wardens of the State prisons to resume or 
continue the employment of convicts in the State 
shops. Five more who had been biding under 
the deske earlier were lashed out by Gen. 
Husted, Mr. Sheehan, and Mr. Ainsworth, and 
nerved up sufficiently to vote for the bill, which 
was passed by a vote of 70 to 30. Several other 
geutiemen, afraid equally of the lash and the 
spook, did not dare to be recorded on the meas- 
ure. I¢ was one of the most interesting exhi- 
bitions of cowardice seen in the House in several 


days. 

the bill came up for final action after the Sup- 
ply bill had been passed, and Gen. Husted vigor- 
ousty demanded its passage, saying it was an 
outrage on humanity to compel prisoners to re- 
main in idieness. 6 bill was lost by a vote of 
51 to 35. Then Mr. Husted took the floor and 
kept it, with intervals, while other members 
were speaking for or against the measure, until 
it was a putthrough. Making a motion to 
reconsider the yote by which the bill was lost, 
he said that the idea of keeping convicts in 
idleness was a¢ inhuman a proposition as ne had 
ever known submitted to 3 public body. With- 
out the passage of the bill the convicts would 
not only be denied a chance to work, but would 
in the near future actually be deprived of food 
unless the Wardens bought it themselves or the 
Controller violated the Constitution by furnish- 
ing the means from other funds. It would be 
an infamy and # disgrace if the pill failed to be- 
come a law. 

Mr. Yates, who has in handa particularly 
preposterous bill, abolishing all sorts of labor in 
penal iastitutions, exeept for the county or 
State, bounced up and down in his aeat while 
Gen. Husted was talking, reached the former 
positios, and for a time sawed the air with his 
arms and told his fellow-members things which 
he should have known were untrue, and whieh 
he was subsequently reminded were false. 

“Tf I believed,” be chir “that I was vot- 
ing against a cold potato forany man I would 
not oppose this bill. Sut the prisons have stuff 
enough with which to work, and the shops will 
be open the momest this bill fails te become a 
law.”. Then Mr. Yates, whose gounty (Sehensc- 
tady) had but four persons in the State prisons 
last year, andis not, presumbly, much inter- 
es in whether or not they = starved or 
made insane by enforced idleness, talked against 
the Btate-account. system. On that point he wae 
im harmony with the speakers in favor the 





dill, all of whom opposed the system, but all of 
whom said that until something better was 
found it must be maintained. 

Mr. Sheehan said that and so did Mr, Ains- 
worth, (who characterized locking prisoners up 
in their cells as vengeance, not punishment) Mr. 
Weed, and Mr. Saxton of Wayne. The motion 
to reconsider was carried by a vote of 76 to 24, 
and the question was laid on the table only to be 
taken up again immediately by Gen. Husted 
with the concurrence of the House, and again put 
on final passage. Votes were explained on every 
side. Mr. Ryan of Rensselaer, who was a meni- 
ber of the last Assembly, and is old enough to 
know better, fought the bill as he has fought it 
before. The demagogues lugged the spook out 
and talked about the awful competition which 
the State maintained against its citizens. The 
able Mr. Finn, and the equally able Mr. T. D. 
Sullivan, both of New-York, trotted the spook 
on their knees, and Mr. John Martinof New- 
York belied his rather sensible face by making 
a@ senseless speech in opposition to the bill. It 
looked for a time as if enough Votes to make a 
constitutional majority could not be obtained, 
but Gen. Husted and Mr. Mase of Dutchessfound 
them, and the bill was passed.

York seized the opportunity to vote against the 
labor tramps to settle in part a grudge dating 
back to last Fall. Despite the fact that they 
had coddied the spook, the labor leaders in 
their district gave them the cold shoulder in 
the last campaign, and in Mr. McKenna’s dia- 
trict, the Sixth, ran three candidates against 
him. Mr. Roesch was called upon to down only 
two labor candidates. Botb in explaining their 
votes in favor of the bill narrated their sad ex- 
perience with labor politicians. 

The Crosby High License bill'came over from 
the Assembly this morniug and was announced 
in the Senate. The Senators at first showed a 
disposition to divide upon the question of which 
committee it should be referred to. Lieut.-Gov. 
Jones was for sending it to the General Laws 
Committee, and the rest of the Democrats 
favored the same reference. The reasou was 
apparent. The three Democrats upon that com- 
mittee are mortgaged to the cause of whieky, 
ale, wine, and beer, just as their Democratio 
brethren in the Assembly showed themselves to 
be yesterday. One of the four Republicans of 
the committee, Senator Coggeshall, is hostile to 
the bill, and the Democrats saw an opportunity 
of .tying up the bill onve it found its way into 
Mr. Arnold’s committee. 

Senator Erwin was the first Republican to see 
it also, and he insisted upon the bill going to the 
Internal Affairs Committee, the attitude of 
whose two Republican members is at laast 
friendly towardit. Senator Arnold supported this 
view, and the Democrats, ina spirit of badiuage, 
suggested that, as he was a candidate for Gov- 
ernor, he vaturally desired to avoid any respon- 
sibility in the treatment of so delicate a question. 
The son of Otsego arose and blushingly declared 
that he was not a candidate for Governor. His 
committee already had one monster (the trusts) 
to grapple with, and be was certain it didn’t 
want another. Mr. Arnold’s name must, there- 
fore, be erased from any slate bearing the 
— of possible Republican candidates next 
Fall. 

Senator Sloan, when he arose to support Mr. 
Erwin, was catechised by Mr. Cantor upon the 
same subject, but the wily Mr, Sloan dodged 
the question, and his name must be left with 
slate-makers a little longer. 

After a season of by-play the Lieutenant- 
Governor changed his reference and sent the 
bill to the Internal Aftairs Committee, of 
which Senators Lewis, Chairman, of Dela 
ware County, and Deane of Columbia are 
the Republican members. Tne Democratic 
member ig Senator Stadler of New-York. 
The committee will give a hearing next 
Tuesday atternoon at 4 o’clock. The bill 
has notescaped all dangers, notwithstanding 
it is in the possession of a body which has 
21 Republican Senators. Senators Coggeshall 
of Oneida, Worth of Brooklyn, Sweet of Seneca, 
Laughlin of Buffalo, and Russell of Albany are 
not considered to be its friends, and a caucus 
will be necessary to save the measure, Three 
of the five would naturally feel bound to obey 
the caucus decree, so that the necessary 17 
votes are very likely to be procured by this 
method. But the chief danger lies in the dispo- 
sition to still further amend the bill, and after 
the struggle to pass it through the Assembly in 
its present shape its friends may well hesitate 
about allowing it to fall into the hands of that 
body again. 

Some of the Senators think since the liquor 
licenses have been reduced from $500 and 
$2,000 to $300 and $1,000 that a proportional 
reduction should be made in the beer licenses. 
The rates fixed by the bill for this olasa of 
licenses are $100 and $400. These gentieimen 
believe that a reduction should be made to — 
and $200. Such conservative Senators as Pr. 
Hendricks favor passing the bill without any* 
amendment, but they may prove to be in 
a minority in the caucus. Whether this will be 
much of a high license bill when it reaches tke 
Governor remains te be seen. Its friends in 
New-York cannot afford to relax their vigilance 
or cease their efforts in its behalf. 

Assembiyman Hamilton to-day introduced a 
bill extending the corporate life of insurance 
companies.

HEARERS LACKING BRAINS

PROF. JUHNSON’S FLIGHT INTO 
THH FUTURE, 

A COLORED SCIENTIST WHO RIVALS THE 
MINISTER WHO PROVED THAT “DE 
SUN DO MOVE.” 

Prof. C. A. Johnson, who modestly styles 
himself the well-known professional astronom- 
ical lecturer, philanthropist, literary, and edu- 
cational writer, editor, publisher, and propri- 
etor of the British Lion and American Eagle, &c., 
made his annual visit to the city last night and 
to a mixed audience delivered a lecture upon 
evolution. 

Prof. Johnson, himself a colored man, is a great 
stickler for the elevation of the colored race, 
and in his publications incites his colored read- | 
ers to rise above such menial pursuits as wait- 
ing. parlor-car portering, and barbering to 
brokerage, banking, and commercial business. 
True to his principles he has mounted even 
higher than the American eagle, and soars in 


the planetary system and the azure 
blue of original research, science, and 
philosophical metaphysics, He is _ tall, 
with expansive forehead and a smile 


that travels around his cheeks as a bicycle 
around the circus stage. He was intfoduced to 
alittle gathering at 119 West Twenty-sixth- 
street by Prof. Johns of Baltimore, who by way 
of getting in a small speech of his own, advised 
the colored people to stay right where they 
were and not go West, as they were the bone 


and sinew of the Americanpeople. The lecturer 
evidently did not like this, for he worked tho 
perpendicular lines of hia face nervously and 
the swile resolved. itself into a frown. 

When the Baltimore Professor sat down, hav- 
ing introduced the lecturer and announced the 
subject of his lecture as “ Revolution,” the 
astronomical editor sat down on him and said it 
was of no consequence whether the negroes 
went or stayed. as, indeed, it is not, if the pre- 
dictions subsequently offered come true, nameiy, 
that the worid will blow up in just 38 years, 
With a parting glower atthe presiding officer, 
he explained the purpose of his papers, which 
he circulates freely, and their aid in the discov- 
ery of the whereavouts of colored relatives lost 
during slavery times, and then began a preface 
to his lecture. 

“If you do not understand me,” he said sol- 
emnly, ‘it will not be my fault, but becuuse 
you haven’t brains to comprehend my ideas. [ 
am an authority on matters of acience. Do you 
know it was I who found the hiding place of the 
wind and resolved it into its scientitic compo- 
nent elements %” 

This was a self-evident fact. The audience 
knew where the wind came from. It dia not 
call forth any applause. 

‘It was I,” he continued, beating his breast 
after the manner of the gorilla, to whom he sub- 
sequently referred, ‘‘ who set scientists straight 
and discovered that it was the thunderbolt that 
killed and not the lightning flash. Ho, you | 
don’t believe it, perhaps! Were you ever on the 
battlefield? You see the flash, you hear the re- 
port, but does that kill’ No, it’s the ball.” 
And the speaker feilupon the pulpit-like desk 
with such force that it cracked and rocked as 
though in the arms of an earthquake. 

Prof. Johnson did not care whether he was 
descended frqm a monkev or male out of a little 
bit of dust. “I should be just as dignified if I 
am descended from a monkey. Ah, you will say 
you do not believe that. Look atme. My face 
is sufficient to disprovd that.” 

But. Prof. Johnson had a good word to say for 
the gorilla, and predicted that in five years 
he would have a language of his own. In- 
deed, he even claimed that the animals of afew 
hundred years ago were more intelligent than 
they are new in spite of the evolution theory. 
However, his hearers were given full per- 
mission to believe inthe theory if they liked, 
wiich was a@ considerable concession, though it 
did not seem to be appreciated by the audience. 

“Keep your minds together,” shouted the 
philanthropic editor. ‘‘ I don’t think as others. 
This is an age so scientific that only those who 
are avle to bring torth fresh things are looked 
up to and ennobied. I have studied science. 
Every original thing in the way of inhabitants 
of this earth came from a thimbleful of salt 
water, for that contains more life than you can 
tindinthe whole world. The laws of chemical 
affinity operate in opposite directions.” 

Prof. Johnson astonished the audience at this 
part of the lecture, They had been groping in 
the maze of technical terms and long sentences, 
with not a smile on their solemn, funereal faces. 

‘‘Within 10 years there will be no death,” he 
eried. His hearers woke up and gave him the 
most careful attention afterward. Surprising 
statements were even lauched at. The feeling 
of the meeting was metamorphosed. 

The meaus by which life was to be preserved 
the lecturer ascribed to that seductive fluid 
known as the gaatric juice. This fluid was to 
enter its way through the thigh and sustain life 
itself. Even the dead were to be brought to life. 

“Don’t shout,” cried the lecturer. * There is 
nothing to laugh or scream about. You are not 
able to take in these ideas with perfect ease as I 
ean. Ihave workedit all out. But it is not 
proposed to live always. In just 38 years from 
now the earth will be destroyed. The electricity 
on the surface will permeate the crust to the 
internal fires within. They will collide and that 
ends all. Itis perfectly plain tome. You must 
learn of me. There will be a new school of great 
science three years from now. You will sit in 
your homes then and the photographer in New- 
ark will take your pictures, perfect likenesses. 
It’s electrisity that will do it. These things will 
come to pass.” 

Prof. Johnson rext touched on an old subject. 
“Tf the earth is round,” he said, “and revolves 
on ap axis, what causes it torevolve? Can any 
one explain? Ifthe earth is round, when the 
eagle leaves her nest in the tall pine to 
go forth in search of food for ber growing youn 
that eagle would never overtake that tree an 
reach that nest.” 

Returning to the question of life, he said he 
was sorry for the grocer in his audience. He 
would have to go out of business. There would 
be no need of him. ‘ Walk right out,” yelled the 
apeaker, in Talmagian accents. ‘Take a whiff 
of sunshine. Take it on the corner of the street. 
It’s ali that willbeneeded, The march of science 
is 80 great.” 

At the conclusion of his remarks on evolution 
Astronomer Johnson said hia next lecture would 
be on perpetual motion and aerial navigation. 
‘*T have constructed a ship to travel through 
the air. It is a great thing, a wonderful thing. 
Indeed, no one knows so much about it as my- 
self. It will make 250 miles an hour. Some 
think it will cause concussion of the brain. But 
the people want rapid transit. Suppose there 
is an opera in Chicago. Get aroard—I have tig- 
ured it all out—in just two hours, fourteen 
seconds and a half you will be in Chicago. Elec- 
tricity isto bethe power. What is difficult to 
most men is easy to me.” 

Prof. Johnson said he had instituted a college 
of science in Hamilton, Ontario, where he lives, 
where students could come and at his knees 
learn wisdom, 

A colored newspaper man in the andience had 
the courage to ask the Professor a few ques- 
tions. One was, how, on business principles, he 
mauaged to publish a free paper and circulate 
it-a question that was not answered. He was 
also asked what utility there was in starting a 
scientific college if the world was to collapse in 
38 years. 

“Well, you know,” said Prof. Johnson pleas- 
antly, “there are people who want something 
to do meanwhile, and love to study science.” 

The audience then helped itself to the flaming 
red sheet of the British Lion and passed out, 
fully convinced of Prof. Johnson’s opening 
proposition that their brains were not able to 

understand. 
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WOULD REVIVE THE OLD FIGHT. 

A quarrel] between the Socialists and the 
English-speaking workingmen in the Central 
Labor Union has been golng on for months. 
The Building Trades Section is generally op- 
posed to the Socialists, but as the Socialists have 
cleverly managed to have a very largo number 
of delegates to that body, although the constitu- 
ency is numerically much smaller than that of 


the English-speaking unions, the Socialists often 
succeed in carrying through their own resolu- 
tious, for every Socialistic delegate is always at 
hig post at every meeting and stays until the 
end. Many members of ths Building Trades 
Section have advised its withdrawal from the 
Central Labor Union. 

Last evening the Building Trades Section met 
at 145 Eighth-street und decided to prefer 
charges against a committee of thea Central 
Labor Union for exceeding its powers. It was 
said that the meninthe iron foundry of Ayres 
in West Forty-fifth-street had struck against two 
“scabs,” whom Mr. Ayres finally discharged. 
The men belonged to the Founders’ Protective 
Association, Knights of Labor,while the two dis- 
charged men were members of the Iron Mould- 
ers’ Union, No. 25, which has been called a 
bedy of “scabs.” This union, which, it 
was charged, was not a member of the 
Central Labor Union, made a complaint 
to that body, and a committee consisting of 
Frederick Haller, John Morrison, and Mr. Fow- 
ler was appointed to investigate. The commit- 
tee, however, it was charged, went to Mr, Ayres 
and threatened thatif he did not reinstate the 
two men it would call out on strike all the union 
men that were employe: in any of his works.

TWIOH SENTENCED TO DEAT 


HENRY POPE TO PAY THE PENALTY 
OF HIS CRIME, 

SUMMERVILLE, Ga., March 30.—The life 
of Henry Pope, whois to be hanged in this place 
on May 8, would furnish material for the dime 
novelist. Upto about a year ago nothing had 
happened to mar the even tenor of his way. 
His evil genius overtook him, however, one 
Sunday morning when he started out from 
Rockmart with a jug of whisky, bound for 
amining camp 30 miles distant, and itis the 


general verdict of the miners that he reached 
that place by 4 o’clock in the afternoon. 

At 3 o’clock on the afternoon of that 
day, 20 miles from the camp, @ young 
white girl, named Minnie Kidrick, Was as- 
saulted by a strange negro. Partios of men 
scoured the conntry for the criminal, and the 
report was sent abroad that he had been caught 
and lynched. This report was intended, how- 
ever, to lull the guilty party,;into a sense of 
security. Several months later Henry Pope 
was arrested and accused of the crime. It was 
only through extreme vigilance on the part of 
the oflicers that Pope was saved from lynching 
then. 

Pope’s trial, which was highly dramatic—the 
injured girl identifying him in the court room— 
was followed by conviction and a sentence of 
death. It was then that his friends, satisfied 
that he could not have been in the place at the 
time, induced Goy. Gordon to grant a reapite, 
when the people were again aroused to the 
lynching point and Pope was_ spirited 
away to Atlanta to save his life. This 
was followed by the sensational announce- 
ment from Somerset, Ky., that a negro 
in jailat that place named Henry Taylor, had 
confessed the crime tor whicn Pope had been 
convicted. Taylor was promptly surrendered 
to the Georgia authorities and brought back 
here, when it was found that bis couression was 
only aruse by which he would get back home 
free, 

Pope’s second trial has just taken place, end- | 
ing in his second conviction and sentence to | 
death on the 8thof May. One night during his |

trial rumors got afloat whicn caused the people 
to think that he might escape. Quiet was re- 
stored by the proinpt action of Judge Maddox, 
who threatened to defend Pope to the utmost 
extent.

WILLIAM E. SMITH. 
William E. Smith, ex-Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, died at his homein Plattsburg, 
Clinton County, yesterday afternoon. He had 
been under treatment for Bright’s disease for 
more than a year, and at one time last Fall it 


was hoped that he would recover. Mr. Smith 
was widely known in political circles, and 
his death will be keenly felt by a iarge 
number of personal friends. He was 
born in Rockton, Il, June 8, 1882, 
and was educated at Lafayette College, 
graduating as a mining engineer in 13873 


and receiving the degree of Bachelor of Aris 
two years later. In 1875 he was admitted to 
the Bar, and, with the exception of a few 
months in which he held office, he has practiced 
law ever since. Early in life he moved Kast and 
took up his residence in Plattsburyg, where he 
became associated with Smith M. Woed and 
was finally admitted to the law firm of which 


Mr. Weed was the senior member. He bad 
a pmatural fondness’ for politics, and 
by Mr. Weed he was rapidly pushed 
to the front. He was a member of 


the Democratic State Committee from 1879 to 
1881. He served a terin in the Assembly of 
1484, and was conspicuous for his coolness and 
surewduess in directing the movements of the 
Democratic minority upon the floor, His judg- 
ment, no less than his knowledge of men and 
atfairs, led to his selection as Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the Democratic State 
Committee during the Presidential campaign of 
four years ago. He was not identified with the 
committee at the time of his appointment to his 
responsible office, but was chosen by its mem- 
bers on account of the confidence possessed by 
Daniel Manning in his skill. 

Confinement and close attention to the exact- 
ing duties of the position had their ettect upon 
his constitution never very strong, and his 
health, while not broken, was doubtless impaired. 
In 1885 he received the appointment of Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury, and as such he 
became very popular with Democrats in Wash- 
ington, With President Cleveland he was al- 
ways a favorite, aud when he received the otfer 
of alucrative position as solicitor of a Minue- 
gota railroad company, the President waa one 
of the first with whom he consulted about ac- 
cepting 1t and retiring from uw service whose 
duties were never congenial but were peculiar- 
ly trying at that time. 

He hed been in the Northwest barely a year 
when he was stricken with the disease thui ter- 
minated in his deati. Especially by the younger 
men of the Democratic Party inthis Staie Mr. 
Smith was regarded with feelings of the strongest 
attachment.

He kepta 
chop house in Gold-street for many years, finally 
drifted into politics, and was appointed a Street In- 
spector of the Second Ward, Later he became 
an attaché of the Surrogate’s Court, aud remained 
there for oyer 30 years.

GALLANT WORK OF THE RESCUING 
PARTY—SUPERINTENDENT SWEENY 


AND TWO MEN FATALLY BURNED. 

Ricw Hitt, Mo., March 30.—The appall- 
ing disaster that occurred in Keith & Perry’s 
mine yesterday is horrible enough, but it is not 
as bad as the first news indicated. The list 
of the dead to-night is placed at 21, and 3 bodies 
have so far been recovered. The shock of 
the explosion has completely wrecked the 
mine, and although the rescuing parties have 
worked with desperate energy all day, they have 
met with little success, Tho tunnels and pas- 
sages are filled with gas and foul air and it will

the explosion was caused by natural gas. Two 
fans were started up to-day but they made but a 
poor fight against the suffocating gases. Nearly 
100 people remained up all night around the mine. 
Torches and bontires furnished the illumination, 


and every fire was surrounded by a weeping 
family. The terrible destructiveness of the ex- 
plosion is shown by the appearauce of the bodies 
taken from the mine. One man has his hands 
clasped over his face, another is rigid with pick- 
axeinhand. All are burned almost beyond rec- 
ognition, The bodies taken out are those of 
Bruce Brown, Jeff and Col. Neptune, Gideon 
McFarren, L. R. Deckson, Charles Kay, (white,) 
Charles Blaud, William Bland, George Eland, 
Fred Henderson, George Robertson, Harry Hill, 
and Alexander White, (colored.)

| yesterday morning, and at noon all had come up 


except 52. Of these 52, 16 were in tae cage com- 
ingup when the explosion oecurred, and the other 
36 were at work in the mine. The shaft is 
270 feet —- and the cage with the 16 men 
was about half way up when the first explosion 
took place. A cold biast preceded the shock, 
and then a column of flamo shot up through the 
shaft enveloping the 16 men in its embrace, 
Many of the men were horribly burned and 
expected every minute to be precivitated to 
the bottom of theehaft. The cage stopped, and 
after 10 minutes of agony it was pulled up and 


the men dashed out into the fresh air. 
Smoke and foul air poured out of 
the shaft, and Superintendent Sweeney 
called for volunteers to rescue the men 


who were below. A dozen men volunteered, and 
as soon as it was possible to descend the res- 
cuers bade good-bye to their friends and went 
down. They found the dead bodies of Norman 
Gray and Cozzens not far from the bottom. 
While attempting to penetrate the main tun- 
nel the cold blast again rushed b and 
the men fell flat on their faees in the ditches. 
Then came the second explosion, and a column 


of fire such as only Haggard could de- 
seribe swept over them, and the shock 
wrecked and dismantled the entire mune. 


The rescuers were covered with débris and al- 
most suffocated with gas. ‘They struggled to 
the bottom of the shaft, where they stooped 
with the ‘‘dump” and secured a@ few breaths 
of fresh air. The explosion seemed to come 
from away back in the furthermost limits 
of the mine, and was not as powerful 
as the lirst shock. Buperintendent Sweeny and 
two other men were fatally burned, however, 
und they are not expected to live until morning. 
The reiief party escaped from the mine, 
and no other attempt was made to rescue 
the miners until early this morning. Then 
auother party was made up and the fans in the 
air shaft were started up. The work was slow 
and tedious, The wounded were first tuken out, 
but their burns are such that no hope is enter- 
tuined for them.

EACH WILLING TO ARBITRATE. 

CHICAGO, March 30.—The small-sized 
passenger rate war in progress on Detroit busi- 
ness was marked to-day by an intimation, 
couched in an official notice from the Chicago 
and Grand Trunk, that it would be compelled to 


cut the loeal Michigan rates heavily, the De- 
trojt rate having been cut down to $6 50. The 
through rate to Buffalo ts also reduced 50 cents, 
The Michigan Centcal, it is understood, will not 
ineet the local cuts to Michigan points, butif it 
retaliates willdo so by reducing the rates to 
Toronto, Montreal,and Canadian points where it 
would most effectively strike the territory of 
the Chicago aud Grand Trunk. In the meantime 
and by way of a precaution the Michigan Cen- 
tral will give the required notice of the advance 
of Detroit rates to-morrow, 60 that if a compro- 
mise is arrived at it will be in a position to re- 
store rates at the expiration of the required 10 
days. The Chicago and Grand Trunk is willing 
to arbitrate the Detroit differences, but declines 
to have any outside matters bronghtin while 
the Michigan Central, the strong line to Detroit, 
but the weak combination to Montreal, wants 
all the disputed points settled at the same time. 
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MAINTAINING THE RATES. 
CuicaGo, March 30.—It is agreed that all 
of tbe east-bound lines from Chicago are maintain- 
ing rates, although there is considerable grum- 
bling over the heavy percentage of the business 
taken by the Chicago and Grand Trunk. This, 
however, is coming forward under the old deal 


made with the Western lines, and is dated back 
before the agreement abrogating divisions. As 
usual, the Vanderbilt lines are getting the worst 
of it, as the differentiuls via Montreal, Philadel- 
phia and Baltimore are telling against them, but 
the Baltimore and Ohio does not seem to get the 
benefit of it. The Pennsylvania lines are doing 
exceedingly well, as their weekly percentages 
show. Provisions are being taken via Newport 
News to Liverpool at 30 cents a hundred, which 
js exactly the inland rate to New-York and Bus- 
ton, and knocks out competition in that direc- 
tion. Itis only a question of time when the ex- 
port rates will again become demoralized.

THE PRESIDENT WANTS NEW 
Ol1VIL SERVICE RULES. 

A LETTER TO THE COMMISSION URGING 
A REVISION AND EXTENSION OF 
THE CLASSIFIED SERVICE, 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—The President 
has sent the following letter to the Civil Service 


Commission recommending an extension of the 
limits of the classified service: 


EXECUTIVE MANSION, : 
WASHINGTON, March 21, 1888. 

To.the United States Civil Service Commission : 

GENTLEMEN: I desire to make a suggestion re- 
garding subdivision C, General Rule III., of the 
amended civil service rules, promulgated Feb. 
2,1888. It provides for the promotion of an 
employe ina department who is below or out- 
side of the classified service to a place within 
said classified service in the same department. 
upon the request of the appointing ofiicer upon 
the recommendation of the commission and ap- 
proval of the President, after a non-competitive 
examination, in case such person has served 
continuously for two years in the place from 
which it is proposed ts promote him, and “ be- 
cause of his faithfulness and efficiency in the 
position ocoupted by him, and because of his 
qualifications for the place to which the appoint- 
~ ofiicer desires his promotion,” 

t has occurred to me that this provision must 
be executed with caution to avoid the applica- 
tion of it to cases not intended and the undue 
relaxation of the general purposes and restric- 
tions of the civil servicelaw. Non-competitive 
examinations are the exceptions to the plan of 
the act, and the rules permitting thesameshould 
be strictly construed. The cases arising under 
the exception above recited should be very few, 
and when presented they should precisely meet 





aupported by facts which will develop the 
Dasis and reason of the application of the 
appointing officer, and which will commend 
them to the judgment of the commission and the 
President. The sole purpose of the provision is 
to benefit the public service, and it should never 
be permitted to operate as anevasion of the 
main feature of the law, which is competitive 
examinations. As these cases will first be pre- 
sented to the commission for recommendation, I 
have to request that you will formulate a plan 
by which their merits can be tested. This will 
naturally involve a statement of all the facts 
deemed necessary for the determination of such 
applications, including the kind of work which 
has been done by the person proposed for pro- 
motion and the considerations upon which the 
allegations of the “faithfulness,” ‘‘efficiency,” 
and * qualifications” mentioned in the rules are 
predicated. 

What has already been written naturally sug- 
gests another very important subject to which I 
invite your attention. The desirability of the 
rule which I have commented upon would be 
nearly if not entirely removed, and other diffi- 
culties which now embarrass the execution of 
the civil service law would be obviated if there 
was a better and uniform classification of the 
employes in the different departments. The im- 
portance of this is entirely obvious. The pres- 
ent imperfect classifications, hastily made, ap- 
parently with but little care for uniformity, and 
promulgated after the last Presidential election 
and prior to the installation of the present Ad- 
ministration, should not have been permitted to 
eontinue unti! this time. 

It appears thas in the War Department the 
employes were divided on the 19th of Novem- 
ber, 1884, into eight classes and sub-classes, 
embracing those earning annual salaries from 
$900 to $2,000. The Navy Department was 
Classified Nov. 22, 1884, and its employes were 
divided into seven classes and sub-classes, em- 
bracing those who received annual salaries 
from $720 to 1,800. In the Interior Depart- 
inent the classification was made on the 6th day 
vi December, 1884. It consists of eight elasses 
and sub-classes, aud embraces emp!oyes receiv- 
Ing annual salaries from $720 to $2,000. On 
the 2d day of January. 1885, a classi- 
fication of the employes in the Treas- 
ury Department was made, consisting 
of alxX Classes, aid sub-classes, including those 
earning annual salaries trom $900 to $1, 800. 
In the Post Office Department the employes 
were classified on the Gth day of February, 
1885, into nine classea and subclasses, em- 
bracibg persons earning annual salaries from 
$720 to $2,000. On the 12th day of December, 
1884, the Bureau of Agriculture was classified 
in a manner differen’ trom ali the other depart- 
ments and presenting features peculiar to itself. 
It seems that the only classification in the De- 
partment of S,ateand the Department of Justice 
is that provided by section 163 of the Revised 
Statutes, which directs that the employes in the 
several departments shall be divided into four 
classes. It appears that no more detinite classi- 
fication has been made in these departments. 

I wish the commission would revise these 
Classifications and submit to mea plan which 
will, as far as possible, make them uniform, and 
which will especially remedy the present con- 
dition which permits persons to enter a grade in 
the service in the one department withous any 
examination, which in another department Ca. 
ouly be entered after passing such examination 
This I think should be done by extending the 
limits of the classified service rather than by 
contracting them. GROVER CLEVELAND. 

ln response to an inquiry as to the views and 
proposed action of the commission upon the 
Rugyestions of the President, one of the Com- 
missioners said to-day that the views of the 
commission are in full accord with those of the 
President in the matters referreé€ to in hia let- 
ter, and that the commission would advise a 
uniform ¢classification which shouid include and 
bring within the jurisdiction of the commission 
every person in the departmental service of the 
Government, except such as are appointed by 
the President, with the advice and consentof the 
Senate, and persons employed merely aslaborers 
and workmen. Under the new rules, however, 
there will be excepted from the examination 
which this classification implies certain private 
secretaries, custodiuns of money, disbursing offi- 
cers, secret Bervice employes, chief clerks, and 
chiefs of division. Itis probable that in each of 
the departments there may a!so be found a very 
few other»laces which the Commissioners believe 
should be excepted trom the rule requiring com- 
petitive examinawion, such, perhaps, as require 
peculiar technical knowledge. Those excep- 
tions will be made only after a thorough 
and critical investigation by the heads of 
the several departments as to the = par- 
ticular needs of each. This comprehensive 
classification, the commission believes, will re- 
move any liability to abuse of the rule mén- 
tioned by the President, permitting appointing 
otiicers under Certain circumstances to promote 
persons in the unclassified service to the classi- 
tied service without competitive examination, 
and it will also prevent, the commisaion believes, 
abuses of the law that ovcur whenever @ gross 
sum tis}appropriated to be used in the em- 


loyment of persons to ao particular cler- 
cal work. When such an = appropriation 
Is made, the claim is usually’ set 


up that appointments under it may be made 
without examination, that all such appoint- 
ments are to places below the classified service. 
When a Classification such as has been suggest- 
ed by the President and is recommended by the 
eommission in its forthcoming report has been 
mnade, such a claim, it is said, cannot be made 
for the reason that there will be no places below 
the classitied service.

Two reports and three expressions of indl- 
&idual opinion have been presented to the House 
of Representatives by the Committee on Reform 
in the Civil Service in connection with the bill 
to extend the provisions of the civil service law 


s0 as to include the Railway Mail Service, the 
mechanical departments of naVy yards, and all 
customs districts and Post Oftices where as 
many as 20 persons are employed. in the 
opinion of the majority of the committee the im- 
sortant feature of the bill is its application 
5 the Railway Mail Service. The ma- 
jority think it is impracticable to fit 
the Civil Service Commission’s rules and regula- 
tions to this service, which is belleved te have 
reached quite as high a degree of efliciency 
under the present system as any branch of the 
tivil service under any other system. They 
And it ditticult to see how the written examina- 
tions under the Civil Service Commission could 
ascertain the physical and mental qualifications 
of applicants required for the Railway Mail 
Service, but not necessary in other branches, 
such as good eyesight, good memory, physical 
activity, and endurance. The present method 
they regard as rigid and thoroughly 
practical, being based on actual experience 
in the work to be done and including a prac- 
tical examination once a menth for six months. 
The majority also objectto having Railway Mail 
Bervice appointments apportioned among States 
aecording to population, it being thought best 
for the service and the employes that, as far as 

racticable, employes should work in the vicin- 
ty of their homes. The majority point out that 
in the mechanical departments of the navy 
yards the force is changed from time to time, 
according to the amount and character of 
work, and is therefore not permanent. They find 
no necessity for extending the law to customs 
and postal employes below the grade now in- 
cluded in the law’s provisions. But while the 
maajority recommend that the bill shall not be 
passed, they add that if passed it should contain 
@ provision that in pres rules and regula- 
tions for the Railway Mail Serviee the Civil 
Bervice Commission should ‘duly consider the 
exigencies and nécessities of such service.” 

The minority report is signed by Messrs. Bayne, 
Hopkins, and Spooner. They recommend the 
passage of the bill with the amendment 


guggested by the majority. They re- 
mar that this proviso would doubt- 
less be an implication, but they deem 


it wise and expedient as removing a possible 
objection to the original bill. They quote 
Superintendent Nash’s statement that if the 
Railway Mail Service were brought un- 
der the present civil serviee rules and 
regulations it would suffer, but it would be 
Improved if the examinations were so conduct- 
pd as to asgertain betore appointment the quali- 
fication and fitness of applicants. The minori- 
}y intimated that frequent changes under the

The Civil Service Commissioners having oalled 
upon Federal officers for suggestions as to 
how the rules of the service can be improved, 


have received some interesting communications 
inreply. Collector Magone, Naval Officer Burt, 
Appraiser McMullen, and Postmaster Pearson 
have heen heard from, and their suggestions are 
auoted. Collector Magone suggests ‘‘the advis- 
ability of making it aruie that all written re- 
quests for the appointment or promotion of 
officers in the service be required to be placed 
on file in the office of the nominating officer, sub- 
Naval Officer Burt 
suggests ‘‘that the present rules for promotion 
in the Customs Service in this port should be 
greatly modified. In the examinations at least 
75 per cent. of weight should be given to the 
record of each competition for attendance, in- 
rag efficiency, and conduct, and not more 
than 25 per cent. to the result of written exami- 
nations. In the Collector’s office, where the 
number of men employed is large and the work 
necessarily divided into many specialties, it is 
ditiicult to frame a written examination on cus- 
toms subjects that would be fair to all. Obvi- 
ously, the merely educational examination appli- 
cable in the tests for appointment should 
not be repeated in promotions, since the latter 
should depend upon the efficiency and fidelity 
exhibited in the constant compstition of actual 
official work. There should bea written exami- 
nation to test the intelligence and aptitude of 
persons, but it should be the minor factor in the 
competition. This method provides a fair and 
systematic plan, if required, of finding the quali- 
fications of every person in the service in the 
line of promotion.” Appraiser Lewis MoMullen 
speaks highly of the law and its effect, and says 
he cannot offer any suggestion tending to the 
more effective accomplishment of the purposes 
of the act. 

Postmaster H. G. Pearson makes no sugges- 
tions, but has something to say in reply to the 
inquiries of the commission. Heis not subject 
to the solicitation of persons for places in the 
classified service, save in a few exceptional 
cases, in which the solicitations are made by 
persons ignorant of the provisions of the Civil 
Service act. The character of those appointed 
under the act is, as arule, good. Of 602 per- 
sona (292 clerks, 288 carriers, and 22 porters) 
appointed, but 33 have been dismissed for mis- 
conduct after expiration of the probationary 


period, and 88 by reason of inefficiency and 


other disqualifications demonstrated ibefore the 


expiration of that period, leaving 481 still on 


the rolls.

TAXES IN LIVERPOOL. 
From the London Truth. 


From one or two leaflets which have been 
forwarded to me, I gather that the Liverpool 
people are much exercised about the growth of 
their municipal expenditure, and that they have 


the best reason to be go. It seems that in 25 
years ending in 1885 the expenditure increased 
from £240,000 to £600,000, or 150 per cent., 
while the city debt increased from £3,500,000 
to £6,600,0@0, or 86 per cent. Thatthis increase 
is out of all proportion to the growth of wealth 
and population is shown by the fact that durin 
the same period the rateable value only increas 
by 88 per cent., while the increase of population 
between 1866 and 1885 was only 29 per cent. 
The Liverpudlians are, in fact, now spending on 
municipal affairs 20s. 10d. per head, as against 
10s.10d. in 1861. Bearingin mind that Liver- 
pool is the most Conservative place in the king- 
dom next to London, I am not at all surprised at 
this result. The Tory tree bears the same fruit, 
no mater what the soil.

GOOD FRIDAY SERVICES. 





MORE GENERALLY OBSERVED IN THE 
CHURCHES THAN USUAL. 
Good Friday was observed yesterday far 


more generally as a religious anniversary than 
in the past. 


The sorvices in the Episcopal and | 


Catholic churches were held with the usual for- | 


malities, but other denominations shared yester- 
day in the observance, even one of the Unitarian 
Pastors leading his congregation in a distinct- 
ively Good Friday service. 

The services at Trinity Church continued the 
greater partofthe day. The altar was heuvily 
draped in black, and a black curtain with a 


white cross was hung over it. The pulpit and 
reading stand were also draped in black. The 
first service began at 10:30 o’cloek tn the morn- 
ing, at which the —"s prayer and Litany 
were read and the Rev. Dr. Dix preached a 
sermon. At noon began the “Service of Med- 
itation on our Lord’s Seven Words from 
the Cross,” conducted by Father Hall of 
Boston, who also delivered an introductory ad- 
dress. Tho first word, ‘Father forgive them,” 
was followed by a passage from Lameutations, 
sung by the choir, and a pause for private 
prayer, after which the congregation said the 
Lord’s Prayer. The second word, ‘To-day shalt 
thou be with Me in Paradise,’ was followed by 
Stabat Mater. The hymns, “ When I survey 
the wondrous cross,” and “ Rock of Ages,” were 
wlso sung. All the regular seats were filled, the 
seats in the aisles were also taken up, and a 
large portion of the congregation remained 
standing until 3 o’clock, when the benediction 
was given and the evening prayer, conducted 
by Dr. Dix, began. When this service ended the 
worshippers slowly withdrew. 

Good Friday was observed in all the Catholic 
churches yesterday in the usual impressive way. 
It isthe only day in the year on which the 
Catholic ritual does not permit the saying of 
mass. A function, called the mass of the pre- 
sanctified, in which the celebrant consumes the 
host consecrated the day before, was ageing 
No communion was administered to the people. 
Prayers were said for all sorts and conditions of 
men, including even the Jews. The cross, which 
had been veiled during Lent, was uncovered and 
placed on the altar steps. The celebrating 
priests, removing their snoes, reverently ap- 
oroached and kissed the emblem of salvation. 

the congregation then approavhed the com- 
munion rail, and priests passed along the line 
presenting the cross to each to be kissed. At 
most of the churches in the evening sermons 
on the topic of the day were delivered. 
At the Paulist Church and at the Jesuit Church, 
in West Sixteenth street, the devotion known as 
the Three Hours’ Agony was held from noon 
until3 P. M. Sermons were preached on each 


of the seven Jast words of Christ on the cross. 


At the cathedral Father Lavelle, the Rector, 
was the celebrant, and Fathers Kelly, Daly, and 
Lammel sang the Passion. ‘ihe Rev. Alexander 
Doyle, the Paulist, preached the sermon. The 
cross was adored, Archbishop Corrigan leading 
the clergy who advanced to kiss it. 

The ceremonies to-day in the Catholic 
churches will be the most beautiful of the year. 
The new fire, the baptismal font, and Paschal 
caudle will be blessed, the purple hangings re- 
moved from the sanctuary, the joy bells rung, 
the organ will be used again in the service, the 
priests will wear golden vestments, and the 
gioom of Lent be laid aside. 

The day was commemorated by Unitarians 
yesterday afternoon at Al! Souls’ Unitarian 
Church, Fourth-avenue and Twentieth-st. The 
service was such as would have satisfied the 
liberal orthodox Christian, and at times the 
choir sang such unmistakable orthodox hymns 
as ‘‘Come Unto Me, Ye that Are Heavy Laden,” 
and “Abide with Me.’”’ The Rev. Theodore C. 
Williams, the minister of the church, read from 
the New Testament passages bearing directly on 
the Crucifixion and the Resurrection of Christ, 
andon the central truths of Ciristianity. In 
his sermon he said that Unitarians in commem- 


orating Good Friday did not so much 
worship Christ as honor Him for what 
He as a man had done, and that in 
celebrating that day they acknowledged 


that spiritual idea ot sacrifice which Christ 
showed was the chief element of life and re- 
ligion, and which He wade the central idea of 
Christianity. The great doctrine of Christian 
sacrifice is and means that our sufferings shall 
be offered up to God, and the life and death of 
Christ simply interprets this law to man. It is 
this the cross of Christ has made the centre of 
the ‘Christian religion. Not the sacritice of ex- 
ternalism in the building of costly churcbes, but 
the internalisin of spiritual sacrifice, is what is 
due tothe law of God. Ritualism, asceticism, 
and almsgiving are the three besetting false sac- 
rifices of the Christian Church of to-day. In- 
ternal sacrifice is what we must strivefor. In 
the death of Christ we Unitarians recognize a 
loving, high-hearted, sinless man who suffered 
for His kind even to that last and most horrible 
of deaths—cructfixion. 

A service in commemoration of the atone- 
ment was held yesterday at the Church of the 
Divine Paternity, Fifth-avenue and Forty-fifth- 
street. The Rev. Cc. H. Eaton, Pastor of the 
church, In his sermon said he was glad the Uni- 
versalist Church had begun to show more inter- 
est than formerly in the special festivals of 
Christianity, and that be considered it especia!l- 
ly fitting that all Christians should celebrate 
with solemnity the anniversary of the Saviour’s 
death on the crosa. 

Services were held last evening at the Madi- 
son-Square Presbyterian Church, corner of 
Twenty-fourth-street. Last year was the first 
time this church observed the day with special 
ceremonies, and last evening the departure from 


i old-time Presbyterianism in this respect was still 


more strongly marked by an elaborate choral 
service. A double quartet filled the choir and 
sang as the preiude to the recital an anthein 
which took up the sacred story at Gethsemane, 
and carried the action rapidly on to the scene o2 
the crucifixion. This was then chanted and 
sung in chorus by the choir, and the whole was 
closed by a ‘‘response” to the chorus in praiso 
of the Saviour. The Rev. Ppbilip Schaff of the

sonvilie. I candidly state that a providential 


guidance prevented the mail cars (two 
in number) and the Southern Express 
Company’s car from being on the first 


section. Singular coincidences happened on 
this memorable trip. I have been on the express 
line between Jacksonville and Charleston for 
some time, and I never knew tha express cur to 
reach Ashley Junction, S.C., before this morn- 
ing on No. 27 train. It is always on No, 23, 
from New-York South, and leaves New-York 
several hours ahead of No. 27, which is the fast 
mail South. This necessitated that the mail 
cars and the express car should be placed on the 
second section from Charleston. This isa cir- 
cumstance that has never happened before since 
Ihave been on the route. AS @& general thing 
the mail and express ear are on the first section, 
but it seems to me that Providence intended it 
to be otherwise on this occasion. I extend the 
deepest and most heartfelt sorrow for those who 
have been killed and wounded in the terrible ac- 
cident, and feel thankful I was not with them.”

TURKISH BRIGANDAGE.

The fact that no reports of fresh outrages 
have reached us for some time past might lead 
onetosuppose that the race of brigands is dying 
out, or that at least they have turned from the 
error of their ways; butit must be recollected 
that brigandage does not generally flourish in 


Winter months, and especially when the season 
is such @& severe one as this has been. Thia re- 
flection, however, does not appear to trouble the 
serenity of the official paper of Monastir. It is 
true, says the paper, that Maeedonia is not 
the only dwelling place of this pest, but 
it has flourished more there than in any 
Other province of the empire. We must hope 
that, by the capture of the two bandits Ahmed 
and Malik-ben-Abdal, and the submission of the 
two men Hassan Ali and Harisse, who enjoyed 
an unenviable reputation, Macedonia is deliv- 
ered forever from the terrors of brigandage. 
The two first offenders had taken refuge in the 
district of Karitza, and they were captured in 
their hiding place. The others had long been 
sought tor by the authorities, to whom they at 
last gave themselves up. Whether the brigands 
are extinct or not, it is incontestable that Halil 
Rifaat Pasha, the Governor-General of Monastir, 
has exercised an amount of energy and deter- 
mination which certainly deserves success and 
entities him to the gratitude of the inhabitants. 
It is calculated that up to the present 100 brig- 
ands have fallen into the hands of the author- 
ities or been killed,

WOMEN ON THE PLATFORM. 


VARIOUS SUBJECTS DISCUSSED BY THE 
COUNCIL. 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—The Interna- 
tional Council of Women held a session this 
morning for women only. Mrs. Elizabeth Boyn- 
ton Herbert made an impasstoned address for 





| the establishment’of school houses all over the 


land in close proximity to each other, and the 
banishment of drinking saloons and houses of 


i iiifame. Mrs. Herbert spoke agaiust the em- 


ployment of young children in stores and facto- 
ries, advocating the employment of older per- 
sons for these tasks. 

Addresses were made by Mrs. Elizabeth Lisle 
Saxon of Tennessee, Mrs. Armiston Charet, and 
others on social purity. 

Harriet B. Shattuck said that a wrong to one 
was awronc to all, and that no woman had a 
right to forgive a man who had done a wrong to 
another woman. She also discussed briefly the 


question of marriage and divorce. Marriage, 
she —_- is not a contract, but an institution 
of God, 

Miss Anthony gave out various notices, and 
made a motion to send cablegrams to Mrs. Mc- 
Claren and several other notable women in_ the 
work of woman’s advancement. Mrs. May 
Wright Sewall made a motion to add Queen Vic- 
toria’s name to the number, saying that “ what- 
ever our individual opinion of her might be as 
a Queen, we honored her in the relations of wife 
and mother.” When the question wasput to an 
yea and naypvote a considerable number shout- 
ed ‘‘No.”’ 

Miss Anthony then said that the matter of the 
eablegrams and all things of that sort would 
have to be referred officially to the delegates of 
the council before being acted on, but that the 
idea this morning was merely to get an expres- 
sion of opinion from the audience. She accord- 
ingly put the motion before the audience again 
in that light, and the objectionable ‘‘ noes” were 
withdrawn. A motion was then made, and en- 
thusiastically carried, to add the name of the 
Empress of Germany to the list as being a sym- 
pathizer and leader in all womanly advance- 
ments. 

Frances Willard, the next sneaker, as a pref- 
ace to her remarks, read a petition to be signed 
by the women of the council urging Congress to 
pass a billto raise the uge of consent, wherever 
it has absolute control, to 18 years. She at- 
tacked low-cut dresses, and said that those 
wearing them borrowed the idea from women 
whom she would be ashamed to touch. Shealso 
said that in the new era the half-nude pictures 
of women used as advertisements by cigar 
dealers would not stay in the windows over 
night. She also touched upon the impurity of 
dressing on the stage, and the evils of round 
dances. The Arabs loveto say of a pure man, 
“ He’sabrother of girls,” as typifying their 
best and greatestidea of purity. When women 
are not dolis, nor toys, but Duchesses, crowned 
with hearts of love and brains of fire, the new 
day would come. The Professors in the German 
universities, she said, impresa upon the young 
men the necessity of chastity ifthey wish to have 
& magnificent brain. 

The Opera House has a seating capacity of 
2,200, but at least 3,000 women attended the 
morning session. 

At the evening session the theme for dia- 
cussion was ‘ Political Conditions and Woman’s 
Right to the Ballot.” The first address was by 
Mrs. Isabella Beecher Hooker, who spoke on 
“The Right of Women to Vote under the Na- 
tional Constitution.” She asserted that the 
words “the people’ everywhere used in the 
Constitution showed that if was the intention of 
its framers to place women on a perfect equality 
with men. State legislation, which made sex a 


condition precedent to voting for members 
of Congress, she insisted was  unconstitu- 
tional and void. Precedent, prejudice, cus- 
tom, and blind conservatism were the 


only real barriers against Woman’s right to take 
part in Government affairs. She appealed to 
wowen to claim and, wherever they were able, to 
exercise the right to vote, and also appealed to 
mep to remove the barriers of unjust and uncon- 
stitutional legislation that now stand in the way 
of woman suffrage. 

Mrs. Harriet H. Robinson’s subject was “ The 
Present Attitude of Political Parties Toward 
Woman Sutfrace.” Nothing, she said, was to be 
expected from either of the two leading political 
parties. Since such is the attitude of parties to- 
Ward woman suitrage, our only hope seems to be 
in the formation of a new party, which shall ad- 
vocate our own with other leading reforms. Old 
parties are slowly dying out.

STATISTICS OF INEBRIATES. 
From the London Truth. 

Mr. Harrison Branthwaite, who keeps a 
home for inebriates at Twickenham, sends me 
some statistica about his patients which are 
rather interesting reading. Mr. Branthwaite’s 
object is to show that ‘“‘ drunkenness is a diaease 
amenable, like other diseases, to careful treat- 
ment.” Onthe whole, the figures seem to bear 
out this conclusion. T see that, after being un- 
der treatment for an average period of about 
tive months, 11 patients out of 50 treated have 
become abstainers, while only nine are reported 
as “relapsed.” It also appears thatin as many as 





19 of the 50 cases a hereditary predisposition }j 


to drink was established, which seems to show 


that in this, as in other matters, our ancestors 
bave a good deal to answer for. The most in- 
teresting feature, however, in the table is the 
analysis of causes. Evidently a convivial dis- 
position is the most fatal source of bibulosity, 
for “company” (drinking, of course,) is credited 
with 15 cases out of 50, and no less than 42 of 
the patients are recorded as‘ social” in their 


habits, against 1 who was “morose” and 
1 who was *“* gloomy.” Among other 
fertile sources is *‘domestio worry,” which 
drove as many as te poor fellows 
to drink. This, coupled with the 
fact that 30 of these 50 “habituals’ were un- 
married men, tells its own sad tale. The 


remaining causes are of all sorts and conditions, 
rancing from ‘business worry,” which also 
proved fatui in 7 instances, to ‘election work,” 
which 1s responsible for one case. Further par- 
ticulars about this last case are much to be 
desired. Waa he a candidate? If sv, was he 
returped, and was there a petition? My own 
impression 1s that he must have been a paid 
cauvasser for a Troy brewer. Let me warn 
every one against mixing their liquors. Twenty- 
three of Mr. Branthwaite’s 50 patients were 
given to ‘‘all kinds” of stimulant. Contrast this 
with the fact that there was only one exclusive 
wine drinker and one oxvlusive beer drinker, 
and the mural is obvious. 
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HOUSE PROPERTY IN LONDON. 
From the London Daily News. 

Ought not the value of house property to 
rise if 2% per cent. is to become the standard 
rate of interest on safe investments? Estate 
agents and builders assert that it ought torise, 
and will rise; that capital will be drawn off the 
Stock Exchange for investment in bricks and 
mortar. Thatnodoubtis the actual tendency; 
but, on the other hand, house owners tend also 


to be satisfied with lower rents. Reduced rent 
need not be accepted so long as the supply of 
habitable houses i8 wnexpanding; but the 
reduction of interest on Stock Exchange in- 
vestments will probably force money into the 
building of new houses. At present buyers of 
house property are willing to give about £550 
for a tenement which yields £35 per annum 
clear; by degrees they will give as much as 
£660 for the same return, and build fresh houses 
for the sake of alowrent. In mature ana good 
neighborhoods, where the supply of bonuses is 
lunited by space—Belgravia, the Strand, Corn- 
hill, &c.—the same rents should command a 
greater number of years’ purchase when proper- 
ties are sold. In more open places, such as the 
outskirts of London, the first effect of a reduced 
standara of interest may be to raise the value of 
houses, but the secend would be to increase the 
building of houses, and so to cause a reduction 
of renta. 





STANDARD TIME RESTORED. 
From the Savannah News, March 22. 
After next Sunday Savannah will run by 
standard time. The City Council voted last 
night to adopt a uniform time system, and next 
Sunday at noon the city clocks will be set back 36 
minutes. The time question has been one of the 


vexed questiona that the City Council has had 
to deal with, When standard time came into 
general use Savannah adopted it, but in a very 
short while it was abandoned, and the city went 
back to sun time. Ever since there has been a 
mixture of times that few peopie could under- 
stand, and Savannah has enjoyed the distinction 
of being one of the few cities that have failed to 
adopt whatis now the general time system of 
the entire eguntry.

He believes there will be a Nation- 
al Convention of his party, and that Gen. Weav- 
er will be ita candidate for the Presidency. Ho 
says: **( have not decided that lam willing to 
give up my individuality a3 a Greenbacker, and 
say to the Domocracy, ‘ Here Lam, swallow me.’ 
I don’t believe there is any reason for the early 
death of the Greenback Party, aod 1 will 
never consent to its absorption by the Demo- 
crats. There is no real sympathy betweeu the 
parties, and an alliance with the Republicans 
would be just as natural, It is this losiug sight 
of the party’s great issues for temporary and 
personal advantage that has led up to the pres- 
ent obscure position of the party. When Gen. 
Weaver says he is ready to be our national 
standard bearer, my coat goes olf and my voice 
os out for him and true, unalloyed Greeuback- 
sm.”

* The Herald reports that on Tuesday last 
the Sugar Trust declared a dividend of 21, 
per cent. for the first five months of its ex- 
istence. Thisis adividend upon a certiti- 
cate capital of $45,000,000, and as this 
certificate capital represents an actnal 
investment of about $15,000,000, the divi- 
dend declared indicates an annual rate of 
at Jeast 18 per cent. upon the last-named 
sum. The advance in the price of refined 
sugar since the Trust was formed shows 
that the Trust’s profits surely have not 
been less than the $1,125,000 divid- 
ed on Tuesday. On Oct. 1 the quoted 
price ot cut-loaf and crushed sugars 
was 6 7-16 cents, and it is now 7%—an ad- 
vance of 1 5-16 cents. The quoted price of 
granulated is % of a cent higherthan it was 
on that date. And while the Trust is getting 
higher prices for its product it has actually 
reduced the price of its raw material, for 
the prices of fair refining and centrifugal 
sugars are lower now than they were when 
the Trust began its work. An extra profit 
of one cent a pound on three-quarters of the 
sugar consumed in thiscountry is more than 
$23,000,000 a year. Probably the Trust 
will increase its dividends by and by, after 
Congress shall have adjourned. 








Intelligent Democrats have urgent reason 
to bring theirintelligence to bear upon the 
councils of their party.

The bill providing forthe printing and 
distribution of ballots at elections in this 
State at public expense, which has been re- 
ported by the Judiciary Committes of the 
Assembly and made a spcevial order for next 
Thursday, is substantially the Yates bill 
which was prepared by a committee of the 
Commonwealth Club of this city, and we 
have no hesitation in saying that the few 
changes made in it by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee are improvements. It provides for 
filing certificates of the nominations made 
by conventions with the Secretary of State 
in case of candidates for offices to be filled 
by the electors of the entire State or of any 
district or division greater than a county, 
and with County Clerks in other cases, ex- 
cept that in this city the chief of the 
Bureau of Elections and in Brooklyn the 
Board of Elections take the 
the County Clerks.

political parties. The name of no candidate 
who has declined a nomination is to be in- 
cluded. Provision is duly made for ballots 
on constitutional amendments or other 
questions submitted to a popular vote. In- 
stead of two additional inspectors of elec- 
tion, aS provided in the Yates bill, this 
measure provides for two ballot clerks for 
each polling place.

The principal change made in the bill re- 
lates to the form of ballot. The Yates bill 
provided for grouping together the candi- 
dates for the same office, the party designa- 
tion to follow the name of the candidate in 
each case. The amended bill provides for 
grouping together the candidates of each 
party under its designation as described in 
its certificate of nomination. The advan- 
tage of this plan is obvious. The main dif- 
ficulty encountered in dealing with the sub- 
ject is dune tothe number of offices to be 
tilled and the number of candidates liable 
to be presented for each, which 

make the preparation of ballots per- 
plexing to some voters. But most 
voters know the ticket for which they 
wish to vote and if the candidates of that 
ticket are grouped together on the ballots, 
they will have no difficulty in promptly 
and

accurately indicating their choice, 
whereas, if they were scattered over the 
ballots under the various designations of 
the ofiices to be filled, they might be both- 
ered. Those who “split” their tickets gen- 
erally know whatthey want and will haveno 
troubleinaccomplishing it. This amendment 
of the bill wili remove the main obstacle to 
the practical working of the reform. The 
provisions in regard to giving out, pre- 
paring, and casting the ballots are subsfan- 
tially those of the Yates bill and are calcu- 
lated fully to guard the secrecy of the 
ballot and the independence of the vots. 


‘The bill would not go into effect until next 


year, and we can see no ground of opposi- 
tion to it on the part of men who desire to 
see elections purified and made an honest ;{ 
and accurate expression of tie popular will. 
In view of the carelessness sometimes ex- 
hibited in passing bills which are imperfect 
in form it may be well to point out a few 
verbal inaccuracies in the bill as reported. 
First of all the abomination ‘‘to more fully 
secure,” &c., in the title, should be changed 
to decent English by putting ‘‘secure”’ next { 
to its preposition, ‘*To secure more fully,” 
&c Then the change from inspectors of 
election to ballot clerks is overlooked in 
sections 22 and 28, a reference in section 12 
to a preceding section is wrongly nambered, 
and section 19 is numbered 16. No penalty 
is imposed for the offenses defined in sec- 
tion $2. This may not be an oversight, but 
it is of little use to prohibit certain acts i7 
they are not made legal offenses, punishable 
in some way. The passage of this bill is 
one of the most important duties of the 
present Legislature, and it would be highly 
creditable if it could be done by unanimous 
eensent of all parties.

16 will not allow refined sugars to be im- 
ported.

The 
majority members of the committee could 
easily have found out how large a re- 
duction on refined sugars is required be- 
fore such sugars “may be imported 
prevent high prices.” They had 
the matter under consideration after 
the bill was published*and before it 
was taken up in the committee. But no 
amendment was made in committee. The 
bill as it comes to the House will still serve 
the Sugar Trust at the people’s expense so 
far as refined sugars are concerned. The 
report also declares that sugars between 
Nos. 13 and 16 ‘‘are grades of brown sugars 
which can go into consumption without re- 
fining,” and that consumers can protect 
themselves against Trusts by buying such 
sugars. It has been shown in THER TIMES 
that these sugars will not go into consump- 
tion. The people don’t want them and 
won’t buy them. 

It is a pity that a bill that has many 
good features should be so unsatisfactory 
in respect to sugar. The inquiries of two 
legislative committees had shown how the 
Trust was formed and what ifs purposes 
were. It would have been an easy matter 
to provide in the bill for such a reduction 
of the duties on refined sugars as would 
give the people relief. There was abun- 
dance of time for amendment. But no 
change was made, and now the committee 
declares that the rates as originally fixed 
are just what consumers need for their own 
protection. The committee has undoubt- 
edly gained the support of the Sugar Trust.

KINGS AND WARS. 

King JoHN of Abyssinia has made an in- 
novation in international diplomacy which 
is worthy of more consideration than it is 
likely to receive. It may or may not be 
generally known that the relations between 
Italy and Abyssinia have for some time 
been strained. The Italian diplomatists 
are very likely more than a match in 
their specialty for the simple Abyssinians, 
and King JonN has evidently grown 
weary of their methods. He proposes that 
he and the King of Italy shall relieve 
the international tension directly, and in- 
vites the European monarch “to meet him 
to discuss their disputes personally and in a 
manner worthy of Kings.” The tone of the 
invitation is said to be “ half cordial and half 
menacing,” which is a very good descrip- 
tion of the kind of challenge commonly 
issued by an amiable prize fighter. 

This innovation of the Abyssinian mon- 
arch will be received with derision, itis to 
be feared, in Europe, and the representa- 
tives of King HUMBERT near the hut of 
King JOHN will undertake to explain to 
that sovereign that it is wholly inadmissi- 
ble. This is likely to be an undertaking of 
great difficulty. They will set forth that a 
modern monarch does not do-his fighting in 
person, but by proxy, and that if 
their endeavors to settle the high 
matters ponding between the two king- 
doms by peaceable means should fail King 
HUMBERT will send a fleet and an army 
at a great expense, but at no personal risk, 
to invade King Jonn’s dominions. King 
JOHN will probably answer that he under- 
gtands it to be the business of a King to 
back up his own words; that he himself is 
responsible “‘here or elsewhere,” as the fire 
eaters used to say in Congress, for his 
language, and has his opinion of any 
King who is not. His notion of a King is 
that he is the “best man” in his dominions, 
and the strongest champion his country can 
select todo battle for it. If King HUMBERT 
isnot that sortof person, what right has 
he, the untutored Abyssinian might inquire, 
to call himself a King at all? 

It would be hard to answer this question 
in a manner satisfactory to its propounder, 
or, indeed, to any philosophicinquirer. The 
suggestion of the maiden in the old song 
that those who make the quarrel should be 
the only ones to fight has really a great deal 
to commend it from the point of view of 
humanity as well as of economy. King 
JOHN consults the interests of his subjects 
when he proposes to fight out his quarrel 
with King HUMBERT, and is much better 
entitled to be called the father of his people 
than King Humpert, who proposes that his 
subjects shall fight out his quarrel for him. 
The Italian and Abyssinian Treasuries 
could equip their respective sovereigns 
with breech-loaders of the most ap- 
proved pattern and more ammunition 
than they could carry without making 
any noteworthy addition to the tax levy of 
either country. ‘The result of snch a con- 
test would be quite as satisfactory, and, if 
it were loyally accepted on both sides, quite 
as decisive as the result of a warin which 
an army fought for Italy, and malaria and 
bad roads for Abyssinia. If it were under- 
stood that the King who embroiled his 
country in a war should do the fighting, or 
even his personal share of it, then obviously 
fewer quarrels would be picked and Eu- 
ropean diplomacy would be much more 
pacitic than it is at present. A bellicose 
monarch who gives his own nose to be 
smashed and his own eyes to be blackened 
and blued deserves the respect which the 
ancient world accorded to the Homeric 
heroes and that part of the modern world 
which is stillin the primitive condition of 
savagery accords to JoHN L. SULLIVAN, 
But a2 monarch who is willing only to risk 
the eyes and noses of his lieges in order 





to avenge insults otiered to him 
in his monarchiecal capacity mere- 
ly recalls the willingness of Artemus 


Ward to lay all his wife’s relations on the 
altar of his country. So it appears to the 
unperverted mind of King JouHn of Abys- 
sinia. The Czar of Russia is a real monarch, 
and the Crown Prince of Prussia is likely to 
be much more of a real monarch than it is 
safe for any modern and industrial nation 
to maintain. They are reputed to be wen 
of choleric tempers and to be willing to set 
their subjects to fighting on very small prov- 
ocation. Their personal aspirations en- 
danger the peace of Europe, whereas, if 
they adopted the simple plan submitted 
by the King of Abyssinia they would 
endanger only their own limbs and features, 
and the question of European disarmament 
would solve itself at onee. They doubtless 
look upon King JoHN, with his swash- 
buckler ways, asa rclicof barbarism. To 
the philosophic mind they are quite as truly 
relics of barbarism as he, and he has the 
advantage of really fuitilling the monarch- 
ical function the pains andj penalties of 
which they shirk. It is the institution of 
monarchy itself that is an anachronism, in 
so far asit amounts to anything, and King 
JouN is entitled to the gratitude of Europe 
for conforming his practice to the theory of 
monarchy and thus showing how obsolete 
and absurd ia that thoory 


THE SPRING ACADEMY. 


The lover of paintings who, ten years ago, 
might have examined a Spring Exhibition at 
the Academy of Design with-sinking heart and 
resolved to cut forever that haunt of bad work, 
would scarcely believe his eyes if he entered the 
present exposition. Where five or six artists 
were with difficulty discovered who combined 
training in their profession with a fair degree of 
talent one findsthem now bythe score. One 
gallery contains more interesting, well-painted, 
able pictures than the whole catalogue used to 
boast afew years ago. To this those young 
men have largely contributed who would not 
put up with the narrow conduct of Academti- 
cians, but struck out for themselves after leav- 
ing the Academy to its own devices. That 
institution has seen the need of conciliatory 
measures; by taking in a goodly number of 
talented men, and by appointing yoar after 
year committees of selection composed of men 
in sympathy with the “‘young masters” outside 
the fold it has ended by achieving a triumph: 
the Academy show this year is capital! 

The full-fledged Academician has some share 
in this result, although perheps not the greatest. 
Wyant, Tiffany, the brothers Weir, Millet, East- 
man Johnson, MtEntee, George Inness, Wins- 
low Homer, Swain Gifford, Gaul, F. 8. Church, 
aud J. G. Brown put their best foot forward. 
One of the strongest male portraits is that of the 
veteran actor Giibert by Alden Weir. Of four 
portraits by Eastman Johnson one of a swarthy 
woman ina queer flounced dress is impressive, 
while there is little to be said in praise of the 
others. Louis C. Tiffany’s big canvas in the 
Corridor, ‘‘The Blossoms of Spring,” is an am- 
bitious trial in the fleld of fairies, only success- 
fulso far as bringing together a gocd deal of 
garish color in the figures of the spirits passing 
in procession. The landscape by George Inness 
is the rich and beautiful “September After- 





noon,” shown for one day at the 
Athletic Club by Mr. T. B. Clarke, a 
work that is fit to hang with the 100 
greatest landscapes of the century. The 


specimen of Winslow Homer is that wet- 
weather ocean view, officers of a steamer taking 
an observation with the quadrant, which ap- 
peared at the same club on another occasion. 
Tt is needless to speak of Mr. Gifford’s quiet and 
robust landscapes full of a gentle melancholy. 
From Gilbert Gaul comes a ‘Charge on an 
Earthwork,” in which he depicts the headlong 
valor of troops at the supreme momens when 
soldiers know that it is safer to get to close 
quarters than to retreat under the storm of lead, 
Tne action in many of the figures is excellent; 


‘the coloring is very cold and raw. F. 8. Church 


sends a slender young woman clad in diapha- 
nous draperies who has bewitched the sea gulls, 
for they follow her closely and cry in her ears 
the seerets of the sea. Sheis the “ Viking’s 
Danghter.” The wet sand is under foot and a 
stretch of water lies behind her. J. G. Browu 
has the obligatory bootblack as theatrically 
ragged and rosy-faced as usual; he holds upa 
puppy and says to it, “* Kiss me!” A very finely- 
drawn portrait or a buxom girl peeling apples 
is called “* Modern Eve,” anda reinains one of 
the best pieces of work Mr. Brown has ever 
shown, notwithstanding its smooth, “licked” 
pearance. Among the Associates there is 
also very creditable work. The * Lady in Yel- 
low,” by T. W. Dewing, is a particularly charm- 
ing bit. Theftone of the paler yellow dress is 
cleverly brought out by the paler yellow frame, 
which is very broad and elaborate. The pose 1s 
restful and the expression tender. Arms and 
hands are delightiully painted. With a grateful 
sense of relief one misses that note of insincert- 
ty which pervades more ambitious work by 
this young painter, whose smail portrait of a lady 
in the last exhibition of the Society of Ameri- 
can Artists was a revelation of talents 
hitherto concealed by efforts in a wrong direc- 
tion. There are so few really fine portrait 
painters that the discovery of a new one is sub- 
jJectfor congratulation.

Heary Hall’s “ A Dream; or Love and Poverty.” 
in which buxom and most substantial Cupids 
hover peritously about the head of a sleeping 
indigent but pure maiden iu a_e garret. 
There is Mr. Chnurch’s fair witch whom 
he dubs the *“‘ Viking’s Daughter,” and there are 
the fair young friends of Dapbre, wood 
nymphs all, who are pointing tive or six 
foretingers in horror at the bad taste of 
Apollo not to have chosen one of them- 
selves. Miss Dora Wheeler has painted this 
group of pretty maids, with their blowing hair 
and their fearful interest in the hidden scene, 
between an ornamental trieze of laurel leaves 
set at even distances with turtle doves in front 
and the loveliest background of yellowish green- 
sward. Finally, Siddons Mowbray has _ por- 
trayed the very seductive and, perhaps, carnal 
spirits of the ‘‘ Evening Breeze” as young ladies, 
rosy cheeked, luxurious in curves, and given to 
various strange forms of harp and dulcimer, 
who float above the green grass. Ordo they lie 
on the grass? Mr. Mowbray has not solved the 
question tn such a way as to let the observer see 
at tirst glance whether they are suspended in 
the air or not. They are pretty trifles and re- 
mind one of the most delicate sugar work, not 
because they are badly drawn, but because their 
colors are 80 sweet as to suggest a cloying taste. 

Religious pictures are present also. Charles 
H. Miller, A. N. A., hasa big Alpine pass with 
clouds, a rainbow on the right, and three monks 
with a woman in the foreground approaching 
a jarge Christ on the crueifix. ‘The Emblem of 
Universal Peace—Ending of a Tempest in Tyrol” 
describes the picture and its meaning as well as 
alonger account could do. There is little to 
commend in the painting, and the implied moral 
ia a trifle trite. An ‘Ecce Homo,” by the late 
Cephas G. Thompson is of still less interest. 
“Christ Appearing to Mary at the Sepulchre,” by 
“Albert Ryder is a bold return to a subject the old 
masters loved to treat, and particularly bold in 


this day of indifference to religious art. 
Mary kneels with her hands uplifted 
in surprise and Jesus stands fronting 


the spectator, expressing with oue hand tne 
commend not te tovch Him and with the other 
pointing upward. The sky and gnarled trees in 
the background are particularly beautiful. The 
light hairand forked beard of Christ, His bare 
gashed side and ample draperies, and the pale 
face of Mary, are allof a piece in this remarka- 
ble work of art. The drawing of the hands of 
Mary has been severely criticised, but the 1m- 
pression of the whole picture is vory deep, 
very serious, very genuine. There is great 
sweetness and dignity in the Christ; 
there is no touck of sensuousness in the Mary. 
The color echeme ts of course marvelous, as we 
axpect from a master of color like Albert Ryder. 
Curiously enough, the artist has kept to an an- 
cient tradition in the church asto the coloring 
of the hair of Jesus Ohrist. It has been pre- 
served in Ireland in the * Book of ‘on 


manuscript in the old vernacular. There the 
direction reada: 

“ Christ: Lark brown his hair, lovg and curled; 
he wears a forked beard.” 

This was in all probability taken from some By: 
zantine guide book to the painting of religioug 
pictures like the “ Painters’ Guide,” found in 
this century ina monastery on Mount Athos, 
Another Irish book of a much later date (ahoat 
1120) has a slightly diferent bint in the verses/ 

Auburn bair of three locks had Ke, 
And a beard red, very long. 

Aside from the religious interest in this pict- 
ure there is the artistic interest in work which 
at first readily repels thuse who are not used ta 
it, but has a subtle attractive power that brings 
them back again and again. ike the work of 
Delaorvix the harsh painting of the tree trunks 
in the shadow and the rudeness of the folds uf 
robe gradually lose themselves aud one seems to 
get constantly deeper into the spirit of the pict- 
ure. Mr. Ryder is an artist who leaves nobody 
lukewarm; each connoisseur is either “dead for 
him” or‘ dead against him.” Probably no pict- 
ure in the Academy has been more vigorously 
assaulted than this “Christ and Mary.” 








THE HIGH LICENSE SILL. 
WORK OF THE COMMITTEE AND ! 


RESULT IN THE ASSEMBLY. 

The Citizens’ Committee on High License, 
throuch its Finance Committee, Henry A. Oak- 
ley, Henry E. Howland, and Charles H. Mar- 
shall, has issued an appeal for funds to carry on 
the high license campaign. The coinmittee state 
that they have felt compelled to conduct their 
work on avery extensive scale, realizing that 
the enactment of a high license law can only be 
secured through the united efforts of the people 
of the whole State. For the purpose of educat- 
ing public opinicn and of calling forth such an 
expression of popular sentiment as should 
convinces the Legislature of the popular 
demand for this measure, a correspendence 
has been conducted, and pamphlets, circulars, 


and leaflets showing the successful operation 
of high license wherever it has been teated 
have been circulated throughout the entire 
State. A large amount of printing has besn 
necessary, aud the expenses incurred for this 
purpose and for clerical assistance, postage, &c., 
have exhausted the funds of the committee. 
Much more work still remains to be done, and 
among the thousands of citizens who are in 
sympathy with the efforts of the committees and 
earnestly desire its success there should de no 
difficulty in securing the comparatively small 
amourt which isneeded. Checks should be sent 
to Henry A. Oakley, Treasurer, 66 Wall-strest. 

John Bb. Pine, Secretary of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, said yesterday that the members of the 
committee were pleased that the Crosby bill had 
passed the Assembly, even with the reduction in 
the minimum license rate from $500 to $300. 
They would have preferred, of course, to have 
had the bill passed with the five-hundred-dollar 
minimum limit, but they realized that it wag 
better to have had the bill passed as it was than 
to have had it dsfeatcd altogether. He was in 
Albany Thursday, he said, and it waa apparent 
to him, as to others, that the bill could 
not pass the Hiouse unless the winimum 
rate were reduced to $300. Mr. Pine said that 
the committeo realized that $500 was too high 
@ winimum to exactfrom inukeepers in small 
villages, but not too high in cities. The com- 
mittee would nave preferred a graced bill 
With a five-hundred-dollar minimum in cities 
and $300 in cvuntry places, vut the Gov- 
ernor’s veto message of last year,in which he 
demanded a uniform rate, made this impossible, 
AS the matter nuw stood, Mr. Pine could see ne 
reason why the bill should not pass the Senate, 
and as it conformed throughout with Gov. Hill's 
suggestions of a year ago he anticipated: th¢ 
executive sanction to the measure. 
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TWO QUESTIONS INVOLVED 
NORTHWEST PROBLEM, 

St. Pau, Minn., March 30.—The St. Paul 
officials who attended the managers’ meeting at 
Chicago have returned home. They had noth- 
ing in particular to say about what was done in 
addition to telegraphed reports, but wers of the 
opinion that the advencea rates would be main- 
tained by atl tbe reads exeept the Burlington, 
even if the arrangements to prerate failed. The 
position of the diilferent roads on the prorate 
question is one of self-interest. ‘The linea whose 
interests lie in St. Paui and Minneapolis are 
in favor of the prorate, but those which have 
several lines radiating from Chicago are »pposed 
to it. Should the prorate be carried through, 
all Jines but Burlingion and St. Paul and Kansas 
City would still bave a hand in the grain busi- 
ness Dy means of transit, Which these iines 
would be glad to see abolished. ‘She transit lines 
seek to make and do make Minneapolis a way 
Station between the wheat elds and Chicago, 
while the others want Minneapolis established 
as an open warket, so that the :ines running 
Weat will have no advantage cver them. 

The transit question is just now an important 
one, and if the system is maintained the * Suo” 
line will probably adoptit. This would open-up 
new complications, snd a movement is alrsady 
on foot to checkit. [tis not generally known, 
but it is a fact, nevertheless, that a scheme ie 
now being worked to disconnect the Minueap- 
olis and Pacific from the “Soo” line, in order 
to make Minneapolis a distributing point for

wheat, this being one of the levers 
now working toward the abolition of trans. 
it entirely. It is a well-known fact 


that the Minneapolis and Pacific is not in the 
best possible financial shape, and such a plan as 
that outlined would seem not only possibdie, but 
plausible.. Those interested in it also maintain 
thatit would be a fur better arrangement fot 
the twin cities that the terminus of the ‘* Soo” 
line should be at Minneapolis instead of at some 
Dakota town. Meantime, whether the prorate 
arrangement be mude or not, the twin cities 
have the benefit of a lower rate via the ‘‘Soo” 
during the Winter and also via the lakes in Sum. 
mer than can be obtained via Chicago, except 
over the Burlington at the latter’s war rates.

A SASH AND BLIND TRUST. 

Boston, March 30.—The Commercial Bul- 
letin to-morrow Will say that at a secret meeting 
in the Quincy House on Wednesday of a number 
of New-England and New-York door, sash, and 
blind manufacturers a combination was formed 
which includes nearly all the large manufactur- 
era in New-England, New-York, New-Jersey, and 
Pennsylvania. It will cover about 75 per cent. 
of the goods annually turned out in those Ais- 
tricts. Price lists will be revised and prices will 
be advanced abuut 10 per cent., but the scheme 
will not go into etteet until after the Spring 
trade. Production willalso be regulated. The 
combination is formed on the same line as that 
of the Western manufaciurers, which has been 
in existeuce about a year. 

Each establishment pays a certain sum of 
mopey into a pool and forfeits itif the rules of 
the combination are broken.

TRIUMPH UNHOALLENGED. 
MR. MARSR’S NEAREST RELATIVE TO 

DISPUTE HER POSSESSION OF “THE 


TEMPLE "—HER CREDITORS REAP A 
HARVEST, 


Luther R. Marsh, whose devotion to 
‘he herocs of ancient history is excinplified by 
Mone. Editna Lola Dis Debars in more or less 
Spiritual portraits, put aside the evanescent side 
of his character yesterday and became dignitied 
end as matter-of-fact as a city official. It was the 
date appointed for the meeting of the new Park 
Appraisement Commission at 45 William-street, 
and, notwithstanding that John Munally, the 
patron ofthe project, shook his head as time 
passea and prophesied that Chairman Marsh 
would not appear, it wasonly a short time after 
the regular hour that, with aspringing step, a 
pleasant smile, and a brusque greeting Mr. 
Marsh made his entrance and took his seat at 
the head of the table. 

The chief discussion was about the appraisal 
ofthe Opdyke estate, and this discussion was 
very, very dreary. So interesting was it that 
with difficulty only could Commissioner George 
W. Quintard keep himself awake. Mr. Marsh suc- 
cumbed toit. First he fixed his forefiager upon 
the map before him and tried with some degree 
of accuracy to decipher some numbers. Then he 
glared savagely at theo mass of intricate lines 
and muttered to himself. Finally, with his fore- 
finger fixed upon the spot where he had begun 
his investigation, he placed his other hand over 
Itand then smiled his contentment. His lips, 
which had been firmly set, parted in a 
pleasing expression; his brows, which had 
been clouded, became cleared; his eyes, which 
had been so intent, closed. Chairman Luther 
R. Marsh, the Spiritualist, was asleep. John 


Munally tried to stirup his venerable friend to 
2 proper sense of the dignity of his position. It 
Wasin vain. Mr. Marsh slept quietly on. The 
-Tuth of the matter was that Mr. Marsh did not 
succeed in obtaining any sleep on Thursday 
night. Not that Mme. Dis Debars’s familiars 
were obstreperous—they were exceedingly quiet. 
But Mr. Marsh had heen so besieged by ques- 
tions ard Mme. Editha by horrid creatures who 
did not believe in her that sleep did not sit upon 
the threshold of Mr. Marsh’s home in Madison- 
avenue. This was the excuse that Mr. Marsh’s 
friends gave. The gentleman most interested 
vouchsafed no explanation save this: “I am 
almost tired to death.” 

It was not an easy task yesterda 
municate with either Mr. Marsh or Mme. Dis 
Debars. They were determined to keep their 
mouths sealed “fortho bénetit of the press.” 
But there is a griffin in the horizon who is stead- 
lly looming up to such dimensions that he must 
inevitably cast a vast shadow over the Marsh 
household. It isa person, say his friends, who 
is very determined and who will not treat Mme. 
Dis Debars with the courtesyjwith which!she has 
become so familiar since she entered the home 
of the aged lawyer. Mr. Marsh is in blissful 
ignorance of this threatening shape. But it is 
coming nevertheless. Next week a nephew of

Mr. Marsh, and, in fact, the only near 
relative he has, will arrive in this city, 
pnd, it is eaid, will take proceedings to 


bave the conveyance of 166 Madison-avenue 
known to the illuminati as “The Temple,” set 
aside on the ground of his uncle’s eccentricities 
and because of lack of proper consideration. He 
will then, it is declared, seek to have the courts 
appoint a guardian for Mr. Marsh, or at least 
s0mé6 person who is competent to look after the 
ojd lawyers interests. There will be a bitter 
legal fight, Mr. Marsh’s friends believe, but it 
will be a struggle with but one possible result— 
the bringing back of Mr. Marsh’s property into 
the keeping of his relations, and relieving it 
from the glare of red fire and dissolving views, 
While Messrs. Wilson and Wallace disclaim any 
intention ofacting for oragainst Mr. Marsh, their 
former associate in law, theyin all probability 
will serve the interests of the coming relative as 
being the representative of their friend’s good. 

Between naps Mr. Marsh was asked yester- 
day how be then regarded the situation in which 
be found himself. With a smile that was then 
singularly sweet, though wonderfully pathetic, 
he replied: ‘ Ido not think I have been treated 
in the prsper spirit by my friends, the editora of 
the great papers. I have asked them for a care- 
ful cousideration of certain phenomenaand they 
send jiosts of reporters to ridicule me. Itis not 
fair. Sofaras my relations with the noble and 
almo.s supernaiurai being who consented to 
wake my house her home are concerned they 
will remain unchanged. She has done me and 
is pow doing me great- honor in permitting a 
person so humble as I to occupy a part of an 
edifice consecrated as my former house is.” 

** Are you aware, Mr. Mgrsh, that proceedings 
are likely to be begun to prove that the convey- 
auce of your property has been illegal ?” 

“T was not aware of it. But Iam confident 
that Mrs. Dis Debars will defend whatever pos- 
sessions she has. No. 166 Madison-avenue is 
her house and I don’t think it will be taken from 
her. So far as legal proceedings are concerned 
I know enough about law to be aware that they 
may be begun — very slight grounds. You 
will excase ine from conversing at length upon 
this subject, as Lam very weary, not having 8e- 
cured wy proper rest en account of the terrible 
strain all this ridicule has been upon me. I 
shall take all the time I can spare between now 
anc sunday to prepare my lecture upon the 
supe#rn zbural manifestations I have experienced. 
I expect to crowd Chickering Hall with my 
friends, ur, at least, those persons who can in- 
telligently appreciate the wonders which Mrs, 
Dis Debars portrays. Because of this prepara- 
tion ] shali not care to receive any callers until 
Sunda night.” 

Whether it was because the spirits of the 
mighty dead were determined to revenge them- 
selves forthe unwonted publicity given to their 
movements by their exponent, Mme. Dis Debars, 
or simply because servant girls and Spiritualism 
are incompitable, the hallway and drawing 
room of ‘*The Temple” wore i a atate of dis- 
order in the afternoon such aa no well-regulated 
household is known to experience when con- 
crete tacts only are considered. The door was 
opened by a big-eyed, rosy-cheeked little girl, 
who stammered @ little when inquiry was Made 
tor Mme. Dis Debars and tolé alittle fib when 
sbe said: “ Mamma is not in.” 

This statement was contradicted in a moment 
by Frauk Lawreuce, who, with his father, Dr. 
Lawrence, shares the hospitality of the medium. 
Air. Lawrence said that Mme. Dis Debars could 
receive no one. She was engaged even then in 
preparing for communication with the ‘ Pro- 
tound Abyss,” and even had she not instructed 
him to admit no one he would notdareto disturb 
her until she had signified her willingness. She 
thought, he went on, that she had not been 
treated with the proper respect by the newspa- 
pers. Her power was made a cause for 
joking and a theme for ridicule by igno- 
rant persons, when intelligent men and 
women who bad witnessed her wmani- 
festations, of which she was only the agent, 
bad declared them to be aimost divine. Next 
week, Sir. Lawrence promised, Mme. Dis Debars 
will give a demouatration of her relations with 
the land of spirits, and then the newspaper 
representatives could judge of the justice of her 
claims for recoguition. Until then she begged 
that judgmeut be suspended, and that attacks 
be not made upon her where the persons who 
made the attacks did not Know what she 
claimed. “It is a Very important matter for 
Mme. Dis Debars to be understood,” pleaded Mr, 
Lawrence. He was assured that such was the 
general lnpression. 

Fromm investigations of an extremely varied 
nature itcau be stated with positiveness that 
Editha Lola Montez-Dis Debars is pot the 
daugtter of Lola Montez, as she claims to be. 
Gut she knew that remarkable woman and, to 
some extent, had intimate relations with ber. 
Loia Moutez never bore a child. She always, 
however, took greatinterest ln young women, 
and in many instances itis known that she not 
pnoiy supported them, but permitted them to 
call her by a parental title. Two or three she 
educated, and at least two of them regarded her 
asequal toa lotlerin kindness. About 18538, 
as nearly a3 can be ascertained, Lola met a lit- 
tle gir!, then about & years old, named Edith 
Solomon. Her father’s name was Jaco} Rolo- 
mon, and he earned a meagre livelihood 
as a bookkeeper in Hecker’s flouring mill, 
Mr. Hecker dimly recalls the name of 
this man, even yet. Lola met the little girl ina 
schoo! which she frequently visited, and, taking 
2 great fancy to her, persuaded Soiomon to let her 
bave his daughter as a little attendant, promis- 
ing to have her educated, and, if she proved to 
be as good a little girl as she promised, she 
might adupt her. Solomon, won immediately by 
the oiler of the beautiful woman who addressed 
him, surrendered ail claim upon littie Edith, and 
Lola took charge of her. ‘The little girl remained 
almost constantly with Loja until 1860; then 
sbe Waa sent to school; some persons who know 
this history believe 1t was to the Convent of the 
Sacred Heart, for Lola at that time was a de- 
vout Catholic. When, in 1861, Lota died, tho 
little girl lived on in the convent, devoted to the 
memory of the extraordinary woman she had 
known 80 well. ; 

In 1865 some friends of Lola¥Montez, it is be- 
lieved, recoliected ine little Edith and removed 
her from the convent. &be returned then, it is 
said, to her father, and after living under his 
guardianship tor three years, Inarried a com- 

esitor in the employ of Frank Lesiie’s publisb- 
Jog house named Dis Depars. Aiter leading a 
quiet life for two years, in 1870 Mra. Dis Debars 
eallcd upon Isaac Buchanan, one of the Execu- 
tors of Lola Montez’s estate, and demanded 
from hima the property left by ‘her mother.” 
Mr. Buchanan, kuowing that Lola had left no 
hair, had taken $300, the sole remnant of the 
latter's fortune, and had given it toa home for 
magduiens ix the upper part of the city. Mrs. 
Dis Cebares’s importunitics became se vehement 
finally thet Mrs. Buchanan, witheut her 
husbusd’s knowledge, gave the claimant 
$560, “more to get rid of ‘her’ than asa 
rategnition of &ny rigbt the weman had. At 
that time, tbe alleged daughter of Lola Montez, 
LLPressed porn of the latter's ola friends with a 
siudlarity of gesture and of expression with 

isese of She dead Lola. At about this time Mrs, 
Tins Debers was ‘taken up” by former friends of 
her Veacfactor, and toe —_ of — oe 
eugegey tor her tu isoture in. OF BUSES a

Lola’s footsteps was abandoned. The noxt time 
she became prominent was when she accused an 
old resident of the Astor House with having 
tried to presume upon her youth. The matter 
was hushed up before it came to trial, it is said, 
the —— leaving town for a short time. 
Then, itis said, she secured a eeparation from 
her husband, but this statement could not be 
confirmed yesterday, and that she then married 
Paul Messant, the young physician who inter- 
ested himself so deeply in her welfare when she 
was an inmate of the Hahnemann Hospital. 

Two years after this she became interested 
with Claflinand Woodhullin the establishment 
ofa woman's club. Then came her experience 
with an alleged haunted house in Leroy-street, 
the circumstanées of which have been pubd- 
lished, and subsequentiy she passed must of her 
time cither as the complainant or defendant in 
some criminal or civil suitat law. In 1883 she 
had a scrvant, named Kate Gordon, sent to 
Blackwell's Island for six months for having 
kicked @ bole through one of her ca eng and in 
& very few menths subsequently she was sued 
by Dr. Henry J. Garriguos for $184, charged for 
medical attendance. In the trial of this suit she 
said that she had been married twice and that 
her firat husband’s name was Meseant. ‘“ My 

resent husband’s name,” she explained *‘ is Dis 

Debars.” What change had occurred injhor fam- 

ily at that timeis not known. From then, how- 
ever, she was unfailingly known as Mme. Dis 
Debars. 

At this time she became acquainted and ex- 
ceedingly friendly to Dr. Lawrence, who with 
his son Frank, now ocoupies rooms in her hvuuse, 
In the Autumn of 1883 Mrs. Dis Debars had an 
unpleasant experience with a Sheriff named 
MacGuinnes. She was then living at 1,252 Broad- 
way and MacGuinness called to levy on her pict- 
ures in a suit by a grocery firm to recover $150. 
At that time the Sheriff received a communica- 
tion from a Mr. Loewenverg (thought to be Law- 
rence) warning him that the pictures were his. 
On asecond levy Mra. Dis Debars drove the 
Deputy Sheriff from her premises at the muzzle 
of a shotgun. Sho was subsequently dispossessed 
by Joseph E. Corr, the landlord of the premi- 
ses, for non-payment of rent. In 1884 she en- 
countered public attention again in the Jefterson 
Market Police Court in Mrs. Florence G. Mayo's 
unfortunate experience with her, the particu- 
lars of which were published in _ yester- 
day’s TIMES, and two years after she becams 
acquainted with Mr. Marsh at a spiritual- 
istic séance in West-Thirty-fourth-street. 

The noteriety given Mme. Dis Debars by her 
relations with Luther R. Marsh has been a for- 
tunats thing for some of her creditors, who have 
had claims against her for years which they 
have been unable to collect. Severa) of these 
claims were put in judgment as far back as 1883, 
in the expectation that some day she might be- 
come a of means whoreby they could 
be collected. Now it has come to pass 
that these expectations have been realized, for 
on Wednesday and Thursday satisfaction pieces 
were filed at the County Clerk’s office, of the 
judgments on record there against her. A 
search of the records since 1882 shows the fol- 
lowing judgments against her, all of which have 
been satisfied: March 2, 1883, $188 in favor of 
Ehrich Brothers for dry goods, satisfied March 
29, 1888; April 5, 1883, $303 in favor of Dr. H. 
J. Garrigues for professional services, satistied 
March 28, 1888; Sept. 26, 1883, $52 in favor of 
Dr. Garrigues, satisfied March 28, 1888; April 
24, 1883, $98 in favor of Kate G. Webster for 
dressmaking, satisfied March 28, 1888; May 19, 
1883, $154 in favor of Charles Borland for goods 
sold, satistied March 28, 1888; March 9, 1888, 
$1,095 in tavor of Eleanor C. Huntington for 
money loaned in 1886, satisfied March 29, 18x8. 
The total amount of these judgments is $1,590. 

The alleged wonderful manifestations of Mme. 
Dis Debars have not alone gained the credence 
of Luther R. Marsh. Nelson Cross, a lawyer in 
the £Lvening Post Building, has been present at 
séances with her, and believes that she has re- 
markable powers as a medium. Indeed, Mr. 
Cross has had a painting appear on & Canvas 

oised over his head. Accompanied by Sister 
Selby of the Banner of Light Mr. Cross visited 
Mme. Dis Debars last December. Mr. Marsh and 
others were aleo present. At that time Mme. 
Dis Debars took a pieceof stretched canvas, and, 
holding it in her hand, cailed Mr. Cross over to 
her and said: “Do you see a iight coming?” 

Mr. Cross replied that he did see a crescent- 
shaped light appearing on the canvas. 

“Then we are going to have a picture,” she 
replica. ‘I can always tell when the light 
comes that the painting will appear.” 

She then led Mr. Cross to a darkened room and 
had him hold the canvas just over his head like 
astudent’s “mortar board.” The others gath- 
ered around the door. In a short time the paint- 
ing came, which Mr. Cross has preserved. It 
represents a profile view of a young woman, and 
is alleged to be a likeness of Grace Darling. 
Never having seen Grace Darling Mr. Cross 
could not say how true the likeness was. Dur- 
ing the painting of the canvas the medium had 
gone out of the room. Mr. Cross is sure there 
was no deception in the matter and no changing 
of the canvas. 

Mr. Cross has known Mme. Dis Debars for sev- 
eral years, having had his attention called to her 
when studying spiritualistio things and at 4 
time when there were exceedingly numerous 
and remarkable manifestations in her house. 
He sent a medium named Philips to see her, 
and he returned with the message that she was 
a great medium. Chairs, he said, would walk 
across the entire length of the room for her. 
Mr. Cross then paid her a visit and afterward at- 
tended several séances. On one such occasion 
he accused her of having an assistant, which 
Mr. Cross did not like, as he was studying the 
matter seriously. During the séance a pair of 
shoea went flying across the room, and Mr. 
Cross thought she had thrown them herself. 
She cams down afterward to the lawyer’s office, 
where they discussed the matter. 

She resented his accusation. “I will show 
you whether it was a fraud or not,” she said. 
** Give me a alate.” 

“‘T have no slate,” Mr. Cross replied. 

The office boy, who was standing near, then 
said that he had bought a slate afew days be- 
fore, and that it was among Mr. Cross’s books. 
Madame Dis Debars then took the slate and 
poised it over his head. He then got up, and the 
lady, in a dramatic manner and with deep voice, 
rece! the words, ‘‘Now, King Philip, it it was 
fraud, say 80.” 

Immediately Mr. Cross heard a writing on the 
slate. He took it down, and, behold! in big, 
round letters was the word “ Fraud.” 

This rather nonplused both for a time, but 
in the end rather tended to establish Mr. Cross’s 
belief iu the powers summoned by the lady. 

Mr. Cross has also seen Mme. Dis Debars 
puta plain writing pad in a magazine, and in 
three minutes after take it out to find that there 
were 60 printed pages. 

“What was the subject of the matter?” was 
asiced. 

“Oh, it was mostly of a doctrinal nature, rec- 
ommending that further study be mado in Sptr- 
itualism and inciting disciples to keep up their 
work.’ 

There were some features of Mme. Dis Debars’s 
séances that Mr. Cross did not like, such as the 
clots of blood appearing in her hands. The flow- 
ers were much more desirable. There were some 
revolting things about Spiritualism, but many 
beautirul things. 

Mr. Cross said that there were some deceptive 
spirits. Often mediums would summon a spirit 
by name. Often, he believed, they were de- 
ceived in the one that manifested himself. For 
instance, if Cicero or Socrates or Nebuchadncz- 
zar was called upon some wag in the spirit 
world who had been fond of a joke in this world 
would appear, and the medium would be de- 
celyed. 

“Yes,” said Mr. Cross in a contemplative 
mood, “if Cicero or Pilato or Jesus Christ is 
asked ,a Cicero, Plato, or Jesus Christis pretty 
sure to come.”’ 

Mr. Croas admitted that the works of art that 
were produced under the mysterious power of 
the alleged King’s daughter were not of the 
best merit. Hehasin his possession a photo- 
graph of a crayon that was produced in his 
presence that was welldone. It represents an 
astronomer and astrologist of the seventeenth 
century. 

Mr. Cross is well acquainted with Luther R. 
Marsh and has talked with him on spiritualistio 
subjects. He thought Mr. Marsh would be un- 
wise to deed over property to Mme. Dis Debars, 
bvutif Mr. Marsh desired to spend his money for 
the good of Spiritualism aud its study, he be- 
lieved it would be all right. Such property 
should be left in the hands of Trustees. He did 
not know much about Mme. Dis Debars. He 
thought Mr. Marsh believed her everything she 
had represented herself tobe. He himself had 
nothing to say about her. He had seen her me- 
diumistic powers and believed she had such 
powers. 

Albert Bierstadt, the artist, when asked yes- 
terday if reports thet he had discovered that 
Mme. Dia Debars had used fraud in her work 
were true said yes. He had visited Mme. Dis 
Debars upon the invitation of an acquaintanee 
twice. The first time he did not perceive any 
fraud. The second time he happened to bein 
front of a mirror, and saw the card upon which 
the painting was supposed to appear changed 
through a panel. He did not say anything about 
it at the time, and did not goto see her any 
more. ‘Che work of her paintings was mediocre. 
One bit of asort of etching work on a slate was 
cieverly done. 

Amoug others whom Mme. Dis Debars has 
said were patronesses or offered to buy her 
paintings was Henry G. Marquand. The truth 
is, he says, that Mme. Dis Debars sent word to 
him that sie had pictures that she wished to 
sollto the Metropolitan Museum of Art. He 
went to see the pictures with a friend out of 
curiosity, but made no offers tor them as he did 
not care for them. 

Mrs. Huntington of 979 Lexington-avenue, 
who was also stated by Mme. Dis Debars to be 
one of her patronesses, has not obtained pict- 
ures of her, though she has been present at one 
or two séances.

FIGHTING A STUBBORN FIRE. 


SEVERAL BUILDINGS BURNED, INVOLYV- 
ING A Loss oF $300,000. 
CnuicaGco, March 30.—‘The fire which 
started early this morning in the five-story 
block, corner of Lake and Peoria streets gave 
the firemen great trouble before it was finally 
subdued. The huge structure was filled with in- 
tlammable material, and as soon as the flames 
gained headway there was no stopping them.

The families in all of 
these houses had to move out very suddenly 
and were able to save but little furniture. It is 
believed one man was burned to death in 
the cottage next to the factory. While 
the tire was raging fiercely a large 
section of the Lake-street wall of the burning 
building fell out, and two or three firemen were 
quite seriously injured. Just before this Mar- 
shal Murphy with 13 men who were preparing 
to leave the fourth floor where they had been 
working were Knocked down and badly bruised 
by a terrific explosion of hot air.

The fire was the most stubborn one 
which the firemen have encountered for along 
time, and the 32 engines which were called 
after its outbreak all remained hard at work 
until 4 o’clock this morning.

THE REV. ARTHUR CHESTER TO FACE

The Rev. Arthur Chester, whose troubles

Mr. Chester was formerly an insurance agent, 
but took a great interest in religious work, and 
four years ago organized the Bushwick-Avenus 
Church. It flourished, and built a chapel cost- 
ing $20,000, whereupon he applied for ordina- 
tion. The council of the assoviation found that 
he was not qualified to become a minister of the 


Gospel, but as he was performing a 
. £00 work he was-7 ordained as an 
evangelist, and appointed to the  pul- 
pit of the church he _ had obuilt. He 


joined the association, but dissensions came to 
the surface in his church, and an attempt was 
made to put him out. It failed. Then the coun- 
cil of the association devided, in February, that 
Mr. Chester was not legally Pastor of the 
church, because of irregularities in his manage- 
ment. That made no difference. He stuck, and 
he had a majority of his parishioners with him.

“The women of New-York constitute them- 
Belves the censors of society. Let a young man 
enter that circle and overstep the alightest mar- 
gin of decenoy and he becomes & marked man. 
The young women of New-York are so blame- 
less aud pure that they shudder at the very 
thought of becoming contaminated with 
impurity. I, say emphatically that it is 
an overdrawn and erroneous idea to sup- 
pose that the young women of New- 
York society, either by the display of their per- 
sonal charms or by their conversation, are allur- 
ing young men to do wrong. Recollect that 
were it not for the vigilance maintained over 
society by the matrons, who keep the line of 
purity strictly, society would become a fearful 

rothel and a Sedom and Gomorrah. 

“There are three suggestions I would like to 
make to you, young men, and tnat is the neces- 
sity for purity of thought, purity of word, and 
purity of deed. Impurity in thought will at- 
tack a@ man when he 1s least on his guard, but it 
can be suppressed by making the sign of the 
cross. Impurity in words by others can easily 
be checked by saying: ‘Suppose we change the 
subject?’ That will diaconcert the most hard- 
ened. As to impurityin deed, do not tamper 
with this sin; total abstinence from it is the only 
safeguard. 

“Now, [have spoken of the purity of society 
as itexistsin the upper circles; but there isa 
strata in which many hundreds are lost. There 
is in this city a sub-strata of vice entirely differ- 
ent to the society to which I have referred. This 
is the strata in which the votaries of vice are ob- 
taining recruits daily and hourly, even from 
among the little children of the poor, who are 

lunging almost insensibly daily and hourly 
nto this abyss of sin. Not long since [I made an 
estimate of the fallen women in this city. In 
1367 they numbered 6,000. To-day there 
are between 27,000 and 30,000 of these poor 
unfortunate creatures in the city of New-York. 
Il have the greatest pity for these fallen women, 
and [have seen them in all the stages of their 
degradation and shame. [tis agreat disgrace 
to our Amevican civilization that there should 
be such an army of these women in our midst, 
and a still greater shame that solittle is done by 
Americans to help and save them, and that the 
press is so backward in recognizing this mon- 
strous evil, and when you realize that the av- 
erage life of the fallen women is but five years 
you must see what urgent need there is of en- 
deavoring to reclaim them.” 

Mr. Gerry closed by making a strong appeal 
in behalf of personal purity among young men.

At aspecial meeting of the Board of Directors of 

the Union Ferry Company heli at tho otlice of the 


company on Thursday, March 29, 1883, after a 
formal announcemoent of the death of HENRY E. 
PIKRREPONT, late President of the board, the follow- 
ing minute was read, and, on motion, adopted: 

IN MEMORIAM. 

Twice before since the 1st of January the nembers 

of this board have been called together to hear that 
the hand of death had stricken down one and an- 
other of those who had been associated in our cares 
and respousibilities—severing ties of friendship 
which had been gathering strength through a long 
term of years. Wo are met again to-day to add an- 
other honored name to the record of our lamented 
dead, to attest by memorial minute our respect for 
the beloved friend who was so recently with us— 
now summoned hence to enter upon that better life 
for which he was 80 well prepared, and with sad- 
dened hearts to extend our sorrowing sympathy to 
the bereaved family offthe deceased. 
Mr. Pierrepont departed this life on Wednesday, 
28th inst., in tho eightieth year of his age, and the 
voice of lamentation will be heard throughout the 
city of his birth and of his long and useful hfe. 

Under various organizations Mr. Pierrepont has 
been connected with the Fulton and Union Ferry 
Companies for about half a century, serving most of 
the time as Chairman of the Kxecutive Committee, 
and succeeding Judge Morse as President in 15386. 
Without any pecuniary interestin the stock of the 
company other than was necessary to constitute 
him a member, he has always regarded a successful 
management of the ferries as essential to the growth 
of Brooklyn, and no other stimulant was needed to 
animate his zeal in promoting the safety and com- 
fort of our intercourse with the neighboring city. 

In this and numerous other organizations with 
which he has been connected, as Director or 
Trustee, a conscientious and faithtul regard to the 
performance of his duty has been strikingly mani- 
Test. 

Hi3 time and his means have been so freely and so 
widely bestowed that his loss will be felt in allthe 
various philanturopic aud educational institutions 
which have grown up with the advancement of our 
city in population and wealth. Many of these owe 
their origin in large or lesser part to his benetficence 
and their continued usefulness to his fostering care. 

Under his guiding hand the Greenwood Cemetery 
has attained its present renown as a burial place Lor 
two great cities. The Brooklyn Hospital and the 
Long Island Historical Society have shared his 
bounty and profited by his counsel and constant st- 
tention. In the Brooklyn ‘Trust Company, in the 
Home Life Insurance Company, in the Brooklyn 
Savings Bank, and in numerous other bodies he has 
long been known as a faithful Trustee or Director, 
nor has he ever neglected duties of a public nature. 

As Senior Warden of Grace Church he was revered 
and honored. As afrequent delegate to the diocesan 
and general conventions of the Episcopal Church 
he represented his parish with dignity and decorum. 
As the Treasurer of the General Theological Semi- 
nary he rendered invaluable service, and so, in all 
the offices of loving kindness which the church en- 
joins on hor disciples in the homes and hospitals es- 
tablished and held under Episcopal control, Mr. 
Pierrepont was ever prompt, active, and generous. 

In all the relations of life, whether public or pri- 
vate, he was every whore recognized as a true Chris- 
tian gentleman, courteous and dignified in manner, 
and upright and honorable in all his intercourse 
with his fellow-men. Let it be our privilege to 
cherish the memory of his life and our aim to emu- 
late his example. ‘

Three suits were begun yesterday by the 
anembers of the Tynberg family against Henry 
Hildburgh, whe is the owner of the Etberon

STREET RAILWAY GROWTR. 
The growth of street railroads in the 
United States and Canada recently has been 





very large. According to returns received by 
the Street Railroad Journal, which wih 
be published in full in the April number, 


1,198 miles of new track were added in 1887. 
The number of miles already decided upon to be 
lxid in 1888S is 1,121, with an estimated cost of 
$9,738,000. Fhe number of cars to be added 
this year will be 2,634, whieh alone wH!l ceat 
$1,854,000. ‘The roads will require 21,570 
Dorses, to cost $1,799,200. Last year the cost of 
improvements, including stables.was $3,601,000, 
and the estimate for this year reaches $15,331,- 
000. This large amount ts owing to the substi- 
tution of exteusive plants for cable and electri- 
cal traction iu place of horse power.

Joshua Jones was the son of Isanc Jones 
land Sarah Mason.

‘aufacturing Company, now known as the 

[onemteat National Bank, of whieh Mr. Mason 
Became President. Mr. Jones entered Columbia, 
tana afterward studied law in the office of Ben- 
Yamin C. Ferris, a celebrated lawyer of his day.

A WHEARY WOMAN'S END. 


SHE TURNS ON THE GAS AND IS 
PHYXIATED. 


A well-dressed woman of medium height, 
with athin but intellectual face, apparently 35 
years of age, called at the restaurant of Antoine 
Armand, 49 West Twenty-fourth-street, on Mon- 
day morning and asked for a room. She regis- 
tered as Miss Bull. Shesaid that she was sick 
and coulda eat nothing, and requested Miss Lillie 
Armand to come to her room as often as she 
could and sit with her, as she was very nervous 
and did not like to be alone. On Wednesday 
Miss Bull went away and did not return until 


Thursday afternoon. She took a larger room, 
with a fire in 1t, and sent the chambermaia for 
some paper, envelopes, stamps,aud apen, Then 
she locked herself in. 

The chambermaid went tothe room about 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon and knocked loud- 
ly. There was no answer, and putting her eye 
to the keyhole she found it stuffed = 4 with 
something, and she smelled gas. She informed 
Mr. Armand, who sent out for a policeman, who 
broke open the door. Miss Bull was lying in 
bed dead. The cracks in the doors and windows 
were tightly stuffed with pieces of her urder- 
clothing, which she had torn up for the purpose, 
and the gas was es¢aping frem two jets from 
which she had removed the thumb cocks with a 
sorew driver, which she had borrowed from Mr. 
Armand. Ina purse in the pocket of her dress 
was found $2 0, and on the tablo was an en- 
velope, unsealed, addressed to Mra. Moreland, 
31 Monroe-strect, Mobile, Ala. in the grate 
were found pieces of a letter, which were put 
together and partly deciphered as follows: 

“Would you muse upon me, darling sister; npon 
the poor sad face of one who suffered and endured 
the butts and sneers of a world in which I could 
have heid sway as a qneen and woman, never for- 
getting the former and living the latter, and even 
serving to fill the latter in the letter. * * * Tas 
the offspring of a proud and noble house should for 
two years drag my life out in New-York as a menial, 
* *» * forit was high and honorable and I would 
seem at times nearly to burst the fetters that bound, 
as fate inevitable. [am going to take my life, or at 
least lie down never to awakes. The idea of its being 
possible has never entered my head. I have liveda 
good and honest life here in New-York. Iam so 
tired. My little poems will speak volumes,” 

There was also a bundle of manuscript verses, 
which seemed to indicate that.the suicide was 
ofa religious and melancholy cast of mind. 
Among them was the following: 

“ De Profundis, never more 
Your weary heart will mourn; 
From out the depths will ne'er be heard, 
Around the Great White Throne, 
Your flight into that mystic land 
Called by God’s own request, 
* Where the wicked cease from troubling 
And the weary are at rest.’” 


The others were of a mournful nature and in 
dicated a weariness of the world.

BROOKLYN. 


FIGHTING SMALLPOX, DIPHTHERIA, AND 
SCARLET FEVER. 

The death of three of A. Augustus Healy’s 
children from diphtheria during the past week 
has alarmed the residents of Brooklyn Heights 
and stirred up the local health authorities. Not 
for several years has the city been so afllicted by 
contagious diseases as during the past tnree 
months. Smallpox has been very prevalent all 


Winter, and when the heroic treatment of a 
new Health Commissioner had partly checked 
it diphtheria broke out. It was not con- 
fined to one locality, but was scattered all 
over the city. During January 299 cases 
were reported, of which number 144 re- 
sulted fataliy. During February there were 86 
deaths and 261 new cases. The month now end- 
ing has.a record nearly equal to that of January. 
The last case reported was that of Mrs. Mary 


. Stewart, the professional nurae who cared for 


Mr. Healy’s children. She isat her home, 52 
Tompkins-place, and is not expected to live. 
Since last Sunday there have been 16 deaths 
from this malignant disease. The records of the 
Health Department show that in nearly every 
instance it laid hold upon every member of a 
family in which it once made !ts appearance. 

Health Inspector Metcalf, who has had charge 
of the contagious diseases, was unable yesterday 
to advance any theory that would explain the 
diphtheria epidemic. He scouted the idea of 
sewer gas being tha cause, and pointed out 
several cases of death ocourring from the dis- 
ease in houses which are not connected with 
the sewer and have not even a water pipe run- 
ning through them. Many deaths have occurred 
in houses on the Heights in which there is the 
best of plumbing and sewerage counections. 

The prevalence of contagious diseases is not 
confined to diphtherla and smallpox. Scarlet 
fever has been very fatal, nearly 1,000 cases 
having been reported to the Health Department 
since the first of the year. During the same 
period over 175 deaths have occurred, and the 
authorities believe that many cases havé been 
esncealed by physicians.

The quarterly report prepared by Brad- 
street's of the mercantile failures throughout the 
United States for the last three months places 
the total number at 3,053, or 75 fewer than in 


the first nal of 1887. They were distributed 
gooaxenh cally as follows: Eastorn States, 391; 

Liddle, 722; Southern, 671; Western, 1,007; 
Pacific, 176; Territories, 86; New-York City, 
151. The total liabilities were $34,108,679; as- 
sets, $17,936,584. An examination of the lia- 
bilities, which are about $4,400,000 larger than 
those of the failures during the first quarter of 
1887, shows that nearly $1,782,000 of this in- 
crease is to be found in this city, nearly $1,000,- 
000 in Georgia and Florida, due to @isastrous 
cotton speculation, and about $1,300,000 in Ohio, 
accounted for by a bank failure at Cincinnati.

WIilH KNIFE AND PISTOL, 


A NEGRO RUFFIAN MURDERS HIS WIFE 
AND ATTACKS HER SISTER. 

In the rear of 70 Grove-street yesterday 
morning Colden Robinson, a negro porter em- 
ployed at the office of the Chicago and Grand 
Trunk Railroad, 271 Broadway, killed his wife 
with arazor. He had previously wounded her 
sister with it, and after killing bis wife he made 
another attempt to kill her sister with a pistol. 


Then he threw himself from the peaked roof of 
arear house at 64 Grove-street, but injured 
nimself so slightly that he was able to outline 
his defence when a policeman seized him. Later 
in the day he was committed to the Tombs. 

Robinson married Sarah E. Whiters in May, 
1878. The marriage was nota yd one, and 
they quarreled frequently. They lived in four 
rooms ou the thirca tloor of the house where Mrs. 
Robinson was murdered, and the wife helped to 
defray the expenses of the household by wash- 
ing andironing. Her sister, Eliza, who lived on 
the fourth floor, jet out two rooms. Beth Mrs, 
Robinson and her sister had excellent reputa- 
tiyns. Robinson endeavored to assault Ehza 
last Christmas, but was beaten off with a hatchet 
anda broom by Ehza and one of her lodgers. 
She told her siater, andjRobinson vowed that he 
would make her regret thatshe had been a tale 
bearcr. 

Kliza was dozing yesterlay morning when 
suddenly something was drawn across her 
throat. She awoke to see Robinson sneaking 
out of her bedroom and to find that blood was 
coming from a wound in her neck. Fearing 
that Robinson would return she bolted the door 
of her apartment, put a towel round her neck, 
and with a flatiron pounded onthe floor of her 
living room to let her sister know that she want- 
ed her. Sarah went up stairs in her nightdress, 
and Robinson stole up after ber with the black- 
handled razor with which he had eut Elizain 
his hand. Eliza denounced Robinson, pointing 
at him over Sarah’s shoulder, and the brute then 
seized his wife by the arm and began to hack at 
her with the razor, while blood spurted from her 
faee and neck. Eliza ran downstairs sereaming 
‘murder !” and Robinson, dispatching his wife 
with a cut that nearly cut her head off, secured 
arevoiver, and as Kliza appeared in the alley 
below ftred at her twice, but missed. Robinson 
then sprang for the roof, and went over that of 
70, 68, and 66 Grove-street to the peaked roof 
of 64, whence he either threw himse!f or fell 
into the alley. Whena policeman arrested him 
he said: “I must have been crazy; [I was mad 
when I cut her.”

UNITED GERMAN REPUBLICANS. 

The German Republican Central Commit- 
tee, under its new reorganizatien, met last night 
at headquarters, Germania Assembly Rooms, 
with about 100 delegates present. Ex-Judge A. 
J. Dittenhoefer, who for anumber of years was 
President of the rival German Republican Com- 
mittee, having been elected President, presided 
last night. The consequence of this action will 
be that the two German Republican Committees 
will henceforth be united. Louis Schrieber was 
elected Firat Vice-President and George Heins- 
man Second Vice-President. The other officers 
are J. E. Muohling, Secretary, and August 
Schoefel, Treasurer. Resolutions on thg death 
of Dr. Louis Naumann, an vld German ‘Repub- 
lican, were passed, and tho bn gong A was di- 
rected to send a letier of sympathy to his widow. 
A committee of five was appointed to revise tha 
by-laws and report at the next meeting. A com- 
mittee of nine was appointed to look after the 
general interests of the organization, and report 
atthe next meeting what measures should be 
adepted to further the success of the party. 
Each Asaembly district also named ajrepresenta- 
tive on the Executive Cummittee.
